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-  "  C.  &  D.  Diary,"  1918.— Our  annual  Diary,  which  this 
year  will  be  somewhat  different  in  form,  has,  in  consequence 
of  war  conditions,  to  go  to  press  somewhat  early,  and  the 
■work  of  revision  is  already  well  advanced.  We  shall 
reserve  space  for  the  registration  of  formulae  for  "  known, 
admitted,  and  approved  "  remedies.  Our  Diary  was  the 
first 'book  of  the  kind  which  the  Revenue  authorities  ac- 
cepted as  an  approved  book'  of  reference.  The  space 
reserved  in  the  1918  Diary  for  such  formulae  will  be  limited, 
so  that  true  copies  of  them,  with  doses  or  other  directions 
for  use,  should  he  sent  to  the  Editor,  G.  &  D.,  42  Cannon 
Street,  London,  E.C,  as  promptly  as  possible. 

The  National  Economic  League  of  Italy,  formed  for  pro- 
moting the  development  of  home  industries,  has  appealed 
to  pharmacists  to  check,  if  they  cannot  entirely  stop,  the 
invasion  of  foreign  pharmaceutical  products. 

Synthetic  Chemicals  in  Italy. — A  report  has  been  issued 
by  the  Commission  appointed  last  year  to  consider  the  place 
of  synthetic  chemicals  in  medicine,  with  special  reference 
to  the  exploitation  in  Italy  of  those  of  German  origin.  A 
list  of  over  fifty  approved  remedies  has  been  drawn  up,  and 
every  assistance  will  be  given  by  the  Commission  to  Italian 
manufacturers  who  wish  to  undertake  the  manufacture  of 
new  products.  (The  report  remarks,  in  passing,  that  many 
so-called  intestinal  antiseptics  are  less  successful  than  a 
good  purgative.)  The  same  Committee  also  investigated 
the  question  of  cultivating  medicinal  plants,  and  has  already 
made  certain  arrangements  for  next  year's  supply. 


European  War  News. 

Import  and  Export  Notices. 

United  Kingdom. — A  number  of  important  alterations  in 
the  list  of  prohibited  exports  .are  announced  in  the  "  London 
Gazette  "  (August  28)  :  Beeswax  has  been  transferred  from 
the  "  B"  to  the  "  A"  list;  the  item  "  (A)  saccharin  "  has 
been  amplified  to  "  (A)  saccharin  and  articles  and  mixtures 
and  preparations  containing  saccharin  " ;  the  item  "  (C) 
vanillin"  is  now  "  (C)  vanillin,  vanilla,  and  vanilla  pods  ; 
marjoram  and  thyme-leaves  have  been  placed  in  the  "O" 
list.  Quercitron-bark  has  been  amended  to  "  (A)  quercitron- 
bark  and  extracts  thereof,"  while  "  (A)  tanning  extracts 
and  substances  for  use  in  tanning  "  is  substituted  for  "  (A) 
tanning  extracts  and  substances  used  for  tanning,  including 
cutch."  "  (A)  Invert  sugar  and  articles,  mixtures,  and  pre- 
parations containing  invert  sugar "  is  a  new  heading ; 
"  (A)  malt  sugar  (maltose)  and  articles  and  preparations 
containing  invert  sugar  "  was  formerly  "  (A)  malt  sugar." 
The  following  are  new  items  :  "  (C)  Dyes,  vegetable,  and 
dyestuffs  and  their  extracts  used  in  the  preparation  of  vege- 
table dyes,  and  articles  containing  such  dyes,  dyestuffs.  and 
extracts  not  otherwise  prohibited";  "  (A)  cutch  and  ex- 
tracts thereof";  "(A)  galls  and  extracts  thereof";  "(A) 
gambier  and  extracts  thereof."

Dr.  Cecil  Woodside,  elder  son  of  Mr.  J.  A.  Woodside, 
Ph.C,  Church  Street,  Ballymena,  has  received  a  com- 
mission in  the  R.A.M.C.  Lieutenant  Woodside  was  edu- 
cated at  the  Ballymena  Academy  and  at  'Queen's  University, 
Belfast. 

Private  George  Woodcock,  Northamptonshire  Regiment, 
son  of  Mr.T.  J.  Woodcock,  chemist  and  druggist,  Church 
Plain,  Great  Yarmouth,  has  sent  home  a  postcard  stating 
that  he  is  a  prisoner  and  well.  He  had  been  officially 
reported  missing  (C.  &  D.,  August  11,  p.  33). 

Lieutenant  Parkes,  only  son  of  Mr.  G.  J.  R.  Parkes  (re- 
presenting The  British  Drug  Houses,  Ltd.),  has  just  been 
home  on  short  leave  from  France.  Lieutenant  Parkes 
joined  the  Army  early  in  the  war,  and  has  since  been 
wounded. 

Private  Kenny,  Bondi,  New  South  Wales,  has  been 
awarded  the  V.C  for  bravery  in  action.  Private  Kenny 
enlisted  at  the  age  of  nineteen,  and  prior  to  that  time  was 
with  Mr.  Parker,  pharmacist,  Bondi  Junction,  where  he 
intended  to  serve  his  apprenticeship. 

Colonel  H.  W.  Grimwade,  Temporary  Brigadier-General, 
is  among  the  Australian  officers  who  were  awarded  the 
C.M.G.  in  the  King's  Birthday  list.  Brigadier-General 
Grimwade  has  received  the  congratulations  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Australasia,  Victoria. 

Pioneer  John  Begg,  Royal  Engineers,  has  been  dan- 
gerously wounded  in  the  head,  and  is  now  in  hospital  in 
France.  Before  joining  the  Army  Pioneer  Begg  was  a 
pharmacist  in  charge  of  the  drug  department  at  a  branch 
shop  of  the  Northern  Co-operative  Co.,  Ltd.,  Aberdeen. 

Sergeant  R.  S.  Cappell,  Royal  Engineers,  elder  son  of 
Mr.  Robert  Cappell,  pharmacist,  HilThead,  Glasgow,  was 
awarded  the  Military  Medal  on  August  1  for  gallantry. 
Sergeant  Cappell  enlisted  in  the  Cameron  Highlanders  in 
September  1914,  when  sixteen  years  of  age,  and  he  was  sent 
to  France  in  July  1915. 
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Cokpokal  H.  Mooee  (Midland  and.  Eastern  Counties  re- 
presentative for  Suttley  &  Silverloek,  Ltd.),  late  of  the 
Royal  Warwickshire  Regiment,  who  went  out  to  the  Somme 
in  November  1915  with  his  battalion,  is  now  acting  as  dis- 
penser at  the  Medical  Inspection  Rooms,  Crownhill  Bar- 
racks, Plymouth,  having  been  found  unfit  for  further  com- 
batant service.  He  hopes  to  return  to  his  ground  shortly — 
on  the  conclusion  of  hostilities,  if  not  before. 

Private  Charles  Barker,  R.A.M.C.,  who  has  been 
awarded  the  Military  Medal  for  bravery  in  action  in 
France,  is  now  in  hospital  suffering-  from  gas-poisoning.  A 
German  shell  burst  among  some  British  gas  shells,  and 
Private  Barker  and  a  comrade  rushed  to  the  spot  and 
buried  the  gas  shells,  thereby  saving  the  lives  of  fifteen  men. 
Private  Barker,  who  went  through  the  Dardanelles  cam- 
paign, was  formerly  with  Waller  &  Riley,  Ltd.,  chemists, 
Rock  Street,  Bury. 

Sergeant  Tom  Ashworth,  King's  (Liverpool  Regiment), 
has  been  awarded  the  Military  Medal  for  conspicuous 
bravery.  As  N.C.O.  in  charge  of  stretcher-bearers  he 
organised  parties,  and  collected  and  dressed  large  numbers 
of  wounded,  despite  the  fact  that  he  was  himself  under 
medical  treatment.  Sergeant  Ashworth,  who  joined  the 
Forces  in  1914,  and  was  in  the  Somme  push  last  year,  is  a 
chemist  and  druggist  and  a  member  of  the  Liverpool 
Chemists'  Association. 

Second-Lieutenant  Arthur  Wright  JLtjpton  has  been 
awarded  the  Military  Cross  for  "  conspicuous  gallantry  and 
devotion  to  duty.  Although  wounded  before  our  attack 
commenced  and  suffering  from  loss  of  blood,  he  took  his 
guns  forward  to  his  final  objective  and  placed  them  in 
position  before  returning  to  the  dressing-station."  Second- 
Lieutenant  Lupton  and  his  elder  brother,  who  is  a  dis- 
penser in  the  R.A.M.C.,  are  qualified  pharmacists  and  sons  I 
of  a  pharmacist,  Mr.  J.  A.  Lupton,  Bootham,  York. 

Captain  Frederick  C.  Curry,  a  Canadian  officer,  has, 
under  the  title  "  From  the  St.  Lawrence  to  the  Yser," 
published  recently  an  account  of  his  experiences  in  the 
great  war.  After  serving-  an  apprenticeship  with  his 
father,  a  pharmacist  at  Brockville,  Ontario,  he  graduated 
at  the  University  of  Toronto  in  1913  as  a  Bachelor  of 
Pharmacy,  also  taking  the  degree  of  pharmaceutical  chemist 
cum  laude.  He  had  received  a  commission  prior  to  the 
declaration  of  war,  and  took  up  his  military  duties  imme- 
diately after  that  event.  He  crossed  to  France  in  April 
1915,  was  promoted  captain  in  October  of  that  year,  and 
was  subsequently  wounded. 

Miscellaneous. 

Flax-crop  Commandeered.— The  Minister  of  Munitions 
announces  that  lie  is  taking  possession  of  all  flax  of  the 
1917  crop  grown  in  the  United  Kingdom  as  soon  as  it  is 
harvested. 

Enemy  Firms.— The  Controller  of  the  Foreign  Trade  De- 
partment has  issued  a  new  consolidating  list  containing  the 
names  of  over  two  thousand  persons  and  firms  with  whom 
persons  in  the  United  Kingdom  are  forbidden  to  trade 
under  the  Trading  with  the  Enemy  (Statutory  List)  Pro- 
clamation, 1916.  The  name  of  Eduard  Dralle  (of  "  Lotus" 
Parfumerien  Fabriek,  Amsterdam)  and  the  "  Lotus '-'  Par- 
fumerien  Fabriek,  Amsterdam,  occurs  on  the  list. 

Entertaining  Soldiers.— The  first  of  a  series  of  entertain- 
ments for  wounded  soldiers  organised  by  Eucryl,  Ltd.,  was 
held  at  St.  Barnabas'  Hall,  North  Dulwich,  London,  S.E., 
on  August  2,  when,  in  spite  of  wretched  climatic  conditions, 
150  visitors  from  London  hospitals  spent  an  enjoyable  after- 
noon. An  excellent  concert  was  given,  followed  by  tea 
and  competitions  in  hat-trimming,  etc.  The  company's 
works  and  offices  were  closed  for  the  afternoon,  and  several 
well-known  artists  co-operated  with  the  staff  to  ensure  the 
happiness  of  their  guests. 

Food  Control  Committees.— The  Food  Controller  issued 
on  August  27  the  Sugar  (Registration  of  Retailers)  Order, 
by  which  retailers  are  forbidden  to  sell  sugar  after 
October  1  without  certificates  of  registration  granted  by 
the  Food  Control  Committee  in  whose  area  their  premises 
are  situated.  Committees  must  grant  certificates  to  traders 
who  apply  before  September  15,  and  who,  or  whose  prede- 
cessors, were  dealing  in  sugar  by  retail  during  1915  in 
their  areas,  and  are  so  dealing  at  the  date  of  application. 
Certificates  may  be  granted  to  other  applicants.  Infringe- 
ments of  the  Food  Controller's  regulations  may  lead  to  the 
revocation  of  a  licence.  The  Order  does  not  apply  to 
Ireland. — A  further  communication  from  the  Ministry  of 
Food  states  that  safeguards  have  been  devised  to  pre'vent 
the  Food  Control  Committees  exercising  their  powers  to  the 
individual  advantages  of  the  members.  LTp  to  the  present 
time  1,600  Committees  out-  of  2,000  have  been  appointed. 
Their  first  duty  will  be  to  register  everyone  who  deals  in 


sugar,  and  their  next  to  issue  licences  to  the  traders 
entitling  them  to  the  quantities  needed  by  their  customers 
who  have  made  duo  application  on  forms  which  will  be 
issued  between  September  15  and  September  29,  and  have 
received  in  return  sugar-cards.  The  Food  Controller  has 
power  at  any  time  to  cancel  a  tradesman's  licence  if  there 
is  proof  of  its  illegitimate  use.  If  anyone  is  refused  sugar 
on  presentation  of  a  sugar-card  at  the  shop  dealt  with,  it 
will  not  rest  with,  the  local  Food  Control  Committee  to 
decide  the  matter,  but  with  the  Food  Controller  himself. 
Any  collusion  between  the  Committee  and  the  trader  in  the 
interests  of  the  latter  is  thus  avoided. 

Army  Medical  Service. — A  Committee  has  been  formed 
by  the  War  Office  to  proceed  at  once  to  France  for  the 
purpose  of  inquiring  into  various  matters  connected  with 
the  personnel  and  administration  of  the  Army  Medical 
Services  in  that  country.  On  its  return  it  will  carry 
out  similar  investigations  in  the  United  Kingdom.  The 
members  of  the  Committee  are  Major-General  Sir  Francis 
Howard,  K.C.B.,  K.C.M.G.  (Chairman);  Sir  Rickman  John 
Godlee,  Bt.,  K.C.V.O. ;  Sir  Frederick  Taylor,  Bt. ;  Sir 
William  Watson  Cheyne,  K.C.M.G.,  C.B.,  M.P.  ;  Lieut. - 
Celonel  A.  J.  Stiles.  M.B.,  CM.,  F.R.C.S.  ;  Dr.  Buttar; 
Norman  Walker,  M:D. ;  and  Mr.  J.  B.  Christopherson. 
F.R.C.S.,  F.R.O.P.,  M.D.  (Secretary).  The  appointment  of 
the  Committee  is  in  accordance  with  an  undertaking  given 
in  the  House  of  Commons  on  August  14  by  Mr.  Macpherson. 
Allegations  have  been  made  that  there  is  a  wasteful  system 
in  vogue  regarding  the  employment  of  medical  men  in  the 
Army.  [The  "  Medical  Press  "  points  out  that  three  of  the 
medical  men  appointed  are  seventy  years  of  age,  and 
doubts  whether  men  of  this  age  are  the  best  "  to  introduce 
elasticity  into  an  over-rigid  system."] 


Military  Tribunals'  Decisions. 


Since  our  Last  Issue  the  following  decisions  have  beea 
notified : 

Bermondsey.  —  Mr.  Robert  Blackie,  manufacturing 
chemist,  Tower  Bridge  Road,  London,  S.E.,  applied 
for  the  exemption  of  >  a  qualified  manager,  who  was 
granted  a  further  three  months'  exemption'.  He  asked 
tor  permission  to  lodge  a  late  appeal  for'  a  man  in  charge 
of  his  machinery,  who  had  received  a  notice  calling  him 
to  the  Colours,  but  the  Tribunal  refused  his  request,  and 
referred  him  to  the  Army  Council,  who  alone  could  now 
graont  permission  in  these  cases. — Mr.  A.  Barnett,  dispensing 
chemist,  applied  for  further  exemption.  A  member  of  the 
Tribunal  asked  if  dispensing  chemists  were  not  now  getting 
exemption  through  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  Applicant 
said  they  are  not.  He  was  granted  three  months'  exemp- 
tion.— Brandram  Bros.  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  manufacturers  of  white 
load,  Rotherhithe,  London,  S.E.,  withdrew  an  appeal  for 
a  labourer,  as  he  had  been  granted  a  certificate  of  exemp- 
tion by  the  Ministry  of  Munitions.— Meggeson  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
medicinal-lozenge  makers,  New  Church  Street,  London, 
S.E.,  obtained  two  months'  exemption  for  an  assistant. 

Boston.— Mr.  D.  F.  Everitt,  .dispenser  to  Drs.  Pilcher  & 
Lock,  High  Street,  has  been  exempted  until  January  6. 

Camberley. — Exemption  has  been  refused  to  Mr.  J.  Russell, 
chemist  and  druggist,  Camberley. 

Cirencester. — On  the  application  of  his  father,  a  phar- 
macist, Mr.  Charles  Garnet  Trinder,  chemist  and  druggist, 
was  granted  conditional  exemption. 

Dorking.— Mr.  H.  Dixon,  pharmacist,  Dorking,  has  been 
granted  three  months'  exemption. 

Hereford.— The  appeal  of  Mr.  G.  Charles  Davies, 
apprentice  with  Mr.  G.  Donaldson,  Ph.C,  was  adjourned. 

Lambeth.— The  authorities  at  St.  Thomas's  Hospital 
applied  for  the  exemption  of  a  laboratory  attendant.  A 
representative  from  the  hospital  stated  that  this  man  was 
in  the  medical  school,  was  teaching,  and  was  the  only  man 
left  for  this  important  work.  Six  months'  exemption  was 
granted. 

Lewisham.—  Mr.  W.  A.  Stevens,  pharmacist,  128  Hither 
Green  Lane,  was  granted  a  further  thr,ee  months'  exemp- 
tion. 

Lincoln.— The  military  authority  successfully  appealed 
against  an  exemption  of  four  months  granted,  on  condition 
of  joining  the  V.T.C.,  to  a  chemist's  apprentice.  It  was 
decided,  however,  that  he  is  not  to  be  called  up  for  six 
months. 

Mossley. — Wilfred  Mills,  apprentice  with  Mr.  P.  Hirst, 
chemist  and  druggist,  has  been  exempted  until  Novem- 
ber oO.

Government  Control  of  Trade. 

A  Report  of  the  Merchants'  Committee  of  the  'London 
Chamber  of  Commerce  has  been  issued  dealing  with  the 
effect  of  the  action  of  the  Government  in  controlling  the 
sale  and  distribution  of  leading  commodities  of  common 
necessity.  The  Report  is  severely  critical  of  this  control, 
as  may  be  judged  from  the  following  extract: 

"  The  policy  at  present  pursued  appears  to  be  based  upon  an 
imperfect  appreciation  of  the  principles  upon  which  the  import 
business  of  the  country  has  been  conducted  and  of  the  means 
by  which  the  natural  resources  of  the  country  itself  have  been 
rendered  serviceable  for  the  needs  of  industry,  whether  carried 
on  by  the  State  or  by  private  enterprise  separately  or  in  alliance 
with  the  State.  It  is  only  in  comparatively  recent  times — outside 
the  Ministry  of  Munitions — that  the  direct  employment  of  trained 
business  men  has  been  availed  of  to  any  extent  by  the  Govern- 
ment. The  action  of  Controllers  has  in  many  caees  conduced 
to  high  prices  and  ultimate  scarcity." 

The  Committee  suggest  that  the  Government  should,  confine 
their  action  to  supervision,  should  centralise  the  controlling 
authority,  and  should  "  disband  and  do  away  with  the 
numerous  unco-ordinated  departments  which  are  now 
seriously  restricting  legitimate  trade."  A  number  of  re- 
commendations are  made  by  the  Committee,  including  one 
that  the  Government  should  cease  to  act  as  trading  inter- 
mediary between  producers  and  consumers,  but  should 
utilise  to  the  fullest  extent  the  services  of  the  business 
community.

Merthyr  Tydfil  Town  Council  has  accepted  the  tender  of 
Mr.  V.  A.  Wills,  chemist  and  druggist,  Victoria  Street, 
for  drugs  for  Mardy  Hospital. 

The  Society  of  Apothecaries  has  decided  to  allow  the 
Guardians  of  the  City  of  London  Union  a  discount  of 
22^  per  cent,  on  drugs,  etc.,  in  future,  instead  of  l?i  per 
cent. 

Birmingham. 

Medical  men  are  advertising  for  ladies  to  combine  the 
duties  of  dispensing  and  bookkeeping. 

The  shop  of  Palmer  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  in  Temple  Row  has 
been  closed  and  the  business  transferred  to  their  Cherry 
Street  branch. 

In  an  antique  shop  in  Lower  Temple  Street  there  are 
some  interesting  pharmaceutical  relics  in  the  shape  of 
metal  mortars. 

Among  the  courses  announced  by  the  Birmingham  Uni- 
versity as  open  in  the  coming  session  to  both  men  and 
women  are  dentistry  and  brewing. 

Miss  Dorothy  Rolason,  pharmacist,  formerly  dispenser 
at  the  Western  House  Infirmary,  Birmingham,  has  removed 
to  London  to  train  for  war-work  in  France. 

Miss  Rooke,  who  recently  passed  the  Apothecaries'  Hall 
examination  in  dispensing,  is  assisting  Mr.  J.  W.  Shields, 
chemist  and  druggist,  Moseley  Road,  Birmingham, 

Mr.  Joseph  Spencer,  a  dentist  who  was  formerly  in  busi- 
ness as  a  chemist,  recently  advertised  on  behalf  of  one  of 
his  patients  for  a  lost  set  of  false  teeth :  this  is  one  of 
three  similar  requests  in  the  local  Press. 

One  Coventry  boy  has  died,  and  another  is  in  hospital, 
as  the  result  of  eating  nightshade-berries.  At  the  inquest 
on  the  former  the  Coroner  suggested  that  mothers  and 
teachers  should  warn  children  against  eating  berries  from 
the  hedges. 

Mr.  J.  Drew,  chemist  and  druggist,  who  for  many  years 
carried  on  business  in  Highgate  Road,  has  adopted  the 
role  of  locum  tenens,  and  is  Just  now  helping  Mr.  Black- 
bourn,  Longmore  Street,  Birmingham. 

There  has  been  an  unusual  amount  of  sickness  among  our 
pharmacists  lately.  Messrs.  Howes  and  Horton  are  hbr-a 
tie  combat,  as  are  several  others.  At  the  recent  Association 
meeting  one  speaker  remarked  that  he  was  unable  to  get 
help,  although  prepared  to  pay  as  much  as  51.  per  week 
to  an  Apothecaries'  Hall  dispenser. 

Liverpool. 

Recent  visits  from  two  Manchester  pharmacists,  Mr. 
John  Cleworth  and  Mr.  William  Kirkby,  M.Sc,  have  been 
highly  appreciated. 

Sanagen  forms  a  popular  window-display  here.  The  use 
of  dummies  for  a  background  is  extending,  and  the  stress 
of  work  is  apparent  in  simplified  window-dressing. 


The  recent  C.  &  D.  note  on  obtaining  sugar  for  manufac- 
turing-purposes (C.  &  D.,  August  11,  p.  43)  lias  resulted  in 
applications  for  supplies  needed  in  syrup-making.  So  far, 
no  distribution  has  been  reported,  and  the  cool  weather 
accentuates  the  difficulty  of  the  position. 

The  volume  of  retail  trade  is  considerable  for  the  season, 
but  the  chances  of  normal  profits  are  discounted  by  lack 
of  supplies,  high  prices,  and  paucity  of  assistance.  It  has 
become  a  daily  occurrence  to  find  pharmacists  snatching 
a  meal  behind  the  dispensing-counter.  The  need  of  closing- 
hours  for  meals  has  grown  imperative. 

Sheffield. 

The  local  military  hospitals  have  obtained  a  supply  of 
acriflavine  from  the  laboratories  of  Boots,  Ltd. 

Several  of  our  leading  windows  aro  showing  Hazeline 
Snow,  which,  with  a  recessed  landscape  showcard,  makes 
a  dainty  display. 

There  is  a  general  feeling  of  sympathy  among  local 
pharmacists  with  the  aims  of  the  Progressive  Pharmacy 
Club,  but  its  distance  from  here  materially  reduces  the 
advantages  of  joining. 

Mr.  J.  W.  J.  Turner,  Ph.C,  lately  manager  for  Mr.

Explosion. — One  man  was  killed  and  five  others  badly 
burned  by  an  explosion  at  the  works  of  Joseph  Crosfield  & 
Sons,  Ltd.,  chemical  and  soap  manufacturers,  Warrington, 
on  August  29. 

Window-cleaner's  Fall. — While  cleaning  the  windows  of 
Boots,  Ltd.,  Market  Place,  Chorley,  on  August  24,  a  man 
named  Albert  Porter  overbalanced  and  fell  into  the  road- 
way, alighting  on  his  head.  He  was  removed  to  the 
hospital. 

Food  Control. — The  following  pharmacists  and  manu- 
facturing chemists  have  been  appointed  members  of  their 
respective  Food  Control  Committees :  Messrs.  W.  Adams, 
Ph.C,  Shrewsbury;  G.  J.  Gostling,  J. P.,  Stowmarket;

Bicycle  Theft. — Previous  convictions  having  been  proved 
against  him,  Alfred  Gascoigne,  general  dealer,  was  at  Old 
Street  Police  Court,  London,  E.C.,  sentenced  to  six  months' 
hard  labour  for  stealing  from  the  porch  of  a  church  at 
Croydon  a  bicycle,  value  41.,  the  property  of  Miss  Gertrude 
King,  chemist's  assistant. 

Early-closing-  Movement. — The  Council  of  the  Bradford 
Chamber  of  Trade  has  decided  to  urge  the  Government  to 
continue  the  national  Early-closing  Order  for  the  duration  of 
the  war  and  at  least  six  months  afterwards.  The  Chamber 
sent  a  request  to  all  trade  Sections  and  affiliated  Associations 
to  forward  separate  recommendations  of  a  similar  nature  to 
the  Home  Office. 

"  Jam-making  in  War-time." — The  Board  of  Agriculture 
(3  St.  James's  Square,  London,  S.W.  1)  has  issued  Food 
Production  Leaflet  No.  4  under  this  title.  It  deals  with 
the  use  of  mixtures  of  glucose  and  sugar  or  glucose  only 
in  jam-making.  The  price  of  glucose  is  given  as  Id.  or 
8(7.  per  lb.  For  sweetening  glucose  jam  "  saxin  "  tabloids 
are  recommended.  The  leaflet  is  sent  free  on  application, 
and  the  letters  asking  for  it  need  not  be  stamped. 

Electrolytic  Disinfectant. — The  recently  issued  annual 
report  on  the  sanitary  condition  and  vital  statistics  of 
Poplar  (which  includes  the  registration  districts  of  Bromley 
and  Bow)  contains  figures  relative  to  the  electrolytic  disin- 
fectant-fluid which  is  manufactured  by  the  Borough  at  a 
cost  of  less  than  a  halfpenny  per  gal.  In  public  swim- 
ming-baths alone  6,353  gals,  has  been  used  during  the 
past  year;  and  since  the  original  instalment  of  the  plant, 
eleven  years  ago,  445,569  gals,   has  been  supplied. 

Sale  of  Poisons.—"  F.  R.  S.,"  who  states  that  he  teaches 
toxicology  at  a  medical  school,  wrote  to  the  "  Times "  to 
complain  that  under  the  present  war  regulations   he  is 

precluded  from  purchasing  the  smallest  quantity  of  any 
reagent  "  /required  for  his  work  unless  he  goes  to  one  of 
his  old  pupils  for  an  order.  Mr.  W.  J.  LTglow  Woolcock 
the  next  day  replied  that  "  F.  R.  S'."  has  been  misinformed, 
and  adds  that  the  restrictions  on  the  supply  of  poisons  and 
poisonous  substajices  do  not  make  it  impossible  for  scientific 
workers  to   obtain   such  reagents  as  they   may  require. 
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Neither  the  Pharmacy  Acts  nor  the  Defence  of  the  Realm 
Regulations  prohibit  the  supply  of  poisons,  but  merely 
regulate  the  supply,  the  object  being  not  the  harassing 
of  scientists  but  the  protection  of  the  public. 

Poisonings. — The  fatal  cases  of  poisoning  reported  during 
the  week  include  the  following  :  At  an  inquest  held  at  West- 
minster on  Edward  Arthur  Cook,  an  accountant's  secre- 
tary, evidence  was  given  to  the  effect  that  he  entered  a 
tea-shop  in  the  Strand,  ordered  a  cup  of  coffee,  and  in  a 
few  minutes  was  found  unconscious.  A  paper  smelling  of 
potassium  cyanide  was,  found  on  the  table,  and  the  jury 
found  that  death  was  due  to  that  poison. — An  unknown  man 
was  found  unconscious  at  2  Elm  Row,  Edinburgh,  on 
August  28.  On  removal  to  the  Royal  Infirmary  he  was 
found  to  be  suffering  from  narcotic-poisoning,  of  which  he 
died  the  same  day. — At  Belfast,  Elizabeth  Jones  died  from 
the  effects  of  oxalic  acid,  self-administered.  The  verdict 
at  the  inquest  was  "  Death  from  poison  while  labouring 
under  impulsive  insanity." 

Commercial  Education. — A  deputation  from  the  Commer 
cial  Education  Committee  of  the  London  Chamber  of 
Commerce  recently  waited  on  Mr.  Herbert  Fisher,  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Education.  The  deputation 
submitted  that  commercial  education  should  have  equal 
recognition  with  technical  education ;  that  adequate  facili- 
ties should  be  given  to  the  training  of  teachers  in  com 
mercial  subjects,  for  which  business  men  rather  than 
teachers  should  be  trained  ;  that  separate  schools  or  insti- 
tutes should  be  established,  at  which  commercial  training 
should  be  given  to  those  intended  for  commerce ;  that  em 
ployers  be  requested  to  arrange  for  the  continuance  of  the 
commercial  studies  of  their  staffs  during  the  daytime,  and 
until  they  reach  their  eighteenth  year;  and  that  grants 
be.  paid  for  the  efficient  educational  teaching  of  commercial 
subjects,  particularly  in  the  case  of  modern  foreign 
languages  for  commercial  purposes. 

Warning.— The  Acting-Secretary  of  the  "  Snapshots  from

M.P.S.,  of  89  Acre  Lane,  Brixton,  S.W.  On  August  17 
a  rather  thin,  dark  man,  wearing  yince  nez,  called  at 
Mr.  Mason's  shop  and  asked  if  he  could  borrow  a  good 
camera.  He  was  told  that  they  only  sold  new  apparatus, 
and  had  no  cameras  for  hire.  This  man  represented  that 
ho  was  on  the  headquarters  staff  of  the  Y.M.C.A.  "  Snap- 
shots from  Home  "  League,  and  had  come  to  Brixton  to 
take  a  few  photographs  for  the  soldieis.  He  showed  Miss 
Bayliss  some  coloured  miniatures  which  he  said  were  his 
own  work,  and  after  some  conversation,  and  on  being 
pressed  to  lend  a  camera  "  for  the  good  of  the  cause," 
Miss  Bayliss  offered  to  lend  him  her  own  camera,  which  he 
promised  to  return  within  two  hours.  The  name  he  gave 
was  J.  Woodford.  He  has  not  returned  the  camera.  No 
person  of  that  name  is  connected  with  the  "  Snapshots 
from  Home"  League  staff,  nor  is  there  any  worker  for  the 
League  of  that  name  and  initial.  Any  information  which 
may  lead  to  his  arrest  will  be  gratefullv  received  bv  Mr 
Mason.

Scottish  News. 


Brevities. 

After  a  lapse  of  several  years,  the  mining  of  copper  ore 
has  been  resumed  in  Ayrshire  under  promising  auspices. 

Some  wholesale  firms  are  now  charging  6(7.  for  the  straw 
used  in  packing.  The  amount  is  credited  on  return  with 
empties. 

Mr.  J.  Skinner,  chemist  and  druggi;t,  12  Barnton  Street, 
Stirling,  has  been  appointed  to  supply  the  drugs  to  Stirling 
Combination  Hospital  for  the  ensuing  year. 

On  August  9  a  general  cessation  of  business  took  place 
in  Shetland;  every  available  person  was  on  the  moors 
gathering-  sphagnum  moss  for  dressings.  Over  2,000  sacks 
were  shipped  to  the  South  for  military  hospitals. 

The  Scottish  Shopkeepers'  and  Assistants'  Union  'has 
approached  the  Secretary  for  Scotland  with  a  view  to 
obtaining  a  permanent  closing  order  for  7  p.m.  and  the 
prohibition  of  Sunday  trading.  During  closing-hours  urgent 
medicines  could  be  supplied,  at  discretion,  at  the  pharma- 
cist's private  door. 

For  the  third  year  in  succession  the  championship  cup 
presented  to  the  St.  Fergus  Bowling  Club  in  1891  by  the 
late  Mr.  Alexander  Geddes  has  been  won  by  Mr.  George 
Banks,  chemist  and  druggist.  Bridge  Street.  Wick.  The 
cup  now  becomes  his  own  property.  He  is  the  first  member 
of  the  Club  to  win  it  outright. 

Scotti-h  pharmacists  express  high  appreciation  of  the 
efforts  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  to  secure  proper 
recognition  for  pharmacists  in  the  Army.  It  is  felt  that 
the  timely  publication  of  an  American  view  in  the  last 
issue  (G.  A  D.,  August  25,  p.  44)  should  strengthen  the 
hands  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee. 

Abardeen. 

The  action  of  the  Northern  Co-operative  Co.,  Ltd.,  in 
making  membership  of  the  Shop  Assistants'  Union  a  condi- 
tion of  employment  (C.  <f;  D.,  July  14,  p.  35),  has  been 
challenged  by  an  apprentice  in  the  drug  department,  after 
the  remainder  of  the. staff  had  reluctantly  accepted  the  new 
stipulation.  Notice  of  dismissal  having  been  served  by 
tho  directors,  it  was  pointed  out  on  behalf  of  the>  apprentice 
that  of  the  term  of  four  years  mutually  agreed  upon  there 
was  over  two  years  still  to  run,  and  that  the  board  was 
not  entitled  to  introduce  new  terms  of  service  till  the  expira- 
tion of  that  time.  Thus  "  brought  to  book,"  the  directors 
reconsidered  their  ukase,  and  decided  that,  so  far  as 
apprentice-chemists  are  concerned,  trade-union  membership 
is  optional.  Local  chemists  are  asking  whether  in  future 
pharmacy  is  to  take  its  cue  from  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  or  the  Shop  Assistants'  Union.  > 

Edinburgh, 

About  sixty  barrels  of  white  petroleum  jelly  from  a  prize 
cargo  lying  at  Leith  are  to  be  sold  by  auction. 

A  paragraph  in  a  local  paper  controverting  the  statement 
that  war-bread  is  fattening  has  given  an  impetus  to  the 
weighing  habit.  Pharmacists  are  realising  in  some  cases 
upwards  of  5s.  a  month  by  taking  weights. 

Those  "  in  the  know  "  do  not  think  there  is  any  probability 
of  change  in  the  National  Insurance  arrangements  for  1918. 
Current  accounts  are  well  within  the  resources  of  the  Drug 
Fund  in  Scotland,  and  there  is  little  risk  of  discounting. 

It  is  strange  that  a  carelessly  packed  parcel  sometimes 
arrives  safely.  A  chemist  received  by  post  the  other  morn- 
'ng  an  empty  poison-bottle,  wrapped  only  in  brown  paper, 
rom  a  customer  who  is  holidaying  in  Wales.  The  bottle 
was  unscathed. 

Owing  to  the  calling-up  of  men  to  the  Colours,  chemists 
are  being  forced  to  work  at  great  pressure.  In  many  cases, 
where  men  are  single-handed,  premises  are  now  closed 
during  the  dinner-hour,  and  this  temporary  stoppage  is 
becoming  pretty  general. 

Glasgow. 

Classes  in  botany,  chemistry,  and  allied  subjects  will  be 
resumed  on  September  25  at  the  Royal  Technical  College, 
Glasgow. 

As  usual  at  this  season  of  the  year,  the  botanic  gardens  are 
the  rendezvous  of  students.  Various  forms  of  fruit  may 
now  be  "  practically  studied." 

Users  of  saccharin  among-  the  public  profess  to  be  puzzled 
by  the  big  advance  in  price.  Pharmacists,  however,  are  at 
a  loss  to  know  how  to  replenish  their  stocks,  which  aro 
rapidly  becoming  exhausted. 

Six  months'  imprisonment  was  given  at  Glasgow  Sheriff 
Court  on  August  26  to  a  woman  named  Prior,  alias  Robert 
son,  who  was  convicted  of  child  neglect,  and  was  said  to 
be  a  consumer  of  methylated  spirit.

Chemical-products. — Tho  "  Journal  OfEciel  "  recently 
published  a  notice  stating  that  a  tax  of  2.00f.  will  be  col- 
lected for  each  licence  concerning  chemical-products.  This 
payment  will  have  to  be  made  in  advance,  tho  receipt  having 
to  be  added  to  the  application  lor  licence. 

Medicine  Stamp-tax. — The  new  tax  on  pharmaceutical 
.specialities  cam©  into  forcj  on  June  1,  and  is  causing  con- 
siderable trouble  to  pharmacists  from  the  absence  of  a 
•clear  ruling  as  to  what  articles  require  tho  stamp.  The 
stamp  which  is  used  is  in  band-form,  jiko  tho  British  stamp, 
•but  a  design  upon  it  is  printed  in  blue. 

A  New  Society  of  Chemical  Industry  has  been  formed 
•in  Paris  to  establish  permanent  contact  between  science 
-and  manufactures  by  means  of  a  periodical  publication, 
lectures,  congresses,  competitions,  and  exhibitions.  Pro- 
fessor Haller,  of  tho  Academy  of  Sciences,  is  the  President, 
and  tho  offices  are  at  49  Rue  des  Mathurins.  Manufac- 
turers, scientists,  engineers,  and  chemists  are  invited  to 
join,  the  idea  being  to  assure  France's  success  in  this  im- 
portant branch  of  industry  after  tho  war* 


Bareges  in  War-time. 

■On  an  August  morning,  pleasant  and  fresh,  as  one  might 
expect  at  an  altitude  cf  4,000  feet  above  sea  level,  I  slung 
on  my  knapsack  to  quit  Bareges  en  route  for  Gavarnie. 
But  just  as  I  was  passing  the  last  houses  of  the  village — 
for  Bareges  is  little  more  than  a  village — I  "noticed  over 
•a  door  tho  sign  "'  Pharmacie,"  surrounded  by  tSe  tricolor 
flag  of  tho  French  Touring  Club,  and  a  notice  to  the  effect 
that  the  pharmacist  was  the  local  "  delegate."  As  pharma- 
cist and  tourist  I  accepted  what  seemed  a'  double  invitation, 
and  I  entered. 

There  was  neither  show-window,  nor  name,  but  tho  eye 
was  struck  by  the  familiar  bottles  and  jars  round  tho  walls, 
and,  on  a  table,  vases  of  tho  blue  iris  that  is  tho 
■ornament  of  tho  mountain  slopes  in  early  August.  '  A  kindly 
greeting,  the  offer  of  a  seat,  and  we  chatted. 

"  Yes,  Bareges  has  an  old-established  reputation  for 
curing  wounds,"  said  my  pharmacist.  "  One  doesn't  get 
many  statistics  in  war-time,  but  some  600  soldiers  came 
here  in  1915,  and  wo  reckon  that  at  least  two-thirds  profited 
by  tho  treatment :  that  is  the  percentage  for  civilians.  The 
military  hospital  accommodates  seventy  officers  and  300  men, 
but  there  are  quite  a  number  of  officers  who  live  at  tho 
Hiotels. 

"  Our  reputation,"  he  continued,  "  dates  from  tho  cure 
•of  Louis  XIV. 's  son,  the  Due  de  Maine,  in  1675  or  so : 
Louis  XV.  sent  soldiers  here,  and  several  of  Napoleon's 
-marshals  came." 

•"  But  what  is  this  '  Baregine  '  exactly  ?  " 

"  A  gelatinous  matter,  containing  living  organisms, 
microscopic  plants,  or  infusoria,  but  which  seems  to  defy 
exact  analysis.  Of  course,  you  know  the  waters  are  sul- 
phurous, arsenical,  etc.,  in  different  degrees;  there  are 
fifteen  kinds,  and  the  temperature  varies  from  21°  Centi- 
grade "  

"To  45°.  I  tried  them  with  my  hand  this  morning. 
There  is  a  sort  of  bar,  too,  where  people  drink." 

"  Yes,  patients  usually  try  to  increase  the  action  of  the 
waters  by  using  them  as  a  beverage  as  well.  The  special 
"virtue  seems  to  bo  the  elimination  of  foreign  matters,  or 
perhaps  I  should  say  displaced  matters — for  instance,  tho 
shards  of  a  shell  or  splinters  of  fractured  bone.  You  see 
■the  interest  of  such  treatment  in  a  war  like  this." 
Just  now,  I  gathered,  the  Baths  are  in  use  day  and  night. 
Every  night,  when  they  are  closed  to  the  public,  a  passage 
is  unlocked  communicating  with  the  military  hospital :  in 
•the  morning  the  process  is  reversed. 

The  obvious  traces  of  local  avalanches  prompted  a  ques- 
tion as  to  the  safety  of  the  thermal  establishment.  I  was 
assured  that  both  it  and  tho  military  hospital  arc  so  solid 
and  so  deeply  built  into  the  ground  that  they  defy  any 
such  visitation.  "  So  does  my  pharmacy,"  added  the 
chemist.  "  You  see,  it's  only  two  storeys  high,  and  the 
walls  are  two  feet  thick."  Bareges  he  described  as,  in  the 
main,  a  man's  health-resort,  but  added  that  thero  was  a 
•small  gynaecological  establishment  at  Barzun,  not  far  away. 

"  And  how  aro  things  in  general?"  I  queried. 

"  Pretty  fair.  Our  season  is  short,  as  Bareges  is  buried 
in  the  snows  in  winter.  I  don't  think  tho  place  is  enter- 
prising enough.    It  wants  advertising." 

I  acquiesced,  as  politeness  required.  But  personallv  I 
■felt  that  the  real  charm  of  this  little  place  was  its  primitive 
-simplicity,  unspoilt  by  "  modern  progress." 


German  News. 


Tea-substitutes  have  advanced  in  price  owing  to  tho 
poorness  of  this  year's  crops  (C.  <£  D.,  August  11,  p.  37j  and 
the  enhanced  cost  of  packing  and  transport. 

Paper-shortage. — The  principal  medical  journals  in 
Germany  have  advanced  their  prices  4m.  per  annum  in 
consequence  of  tho  increased  price  of  paper. 

Professor  Eduard  Buchner,  Ph.D.,  who  was  awarded  the 
Nobel  Prize  for  chemistry  in  1907,  has  been  killed  on  the. 
Western  Front  near  Verdun.  He  held  the  rank  of  major  in 
tho  German  army. 

Holidays.— It  has  teen  suggested  that  the  pharmacies 
of  Bavaria,  which  in  rotation  close  during  part  of  tho 
afternoon  and  on  Sundays,  should  similarly  close  for  a 
week  to  facilitate  holidays  for  both  principals  and 
assistants.  Tho  necessary  permission  has  been  refused  in 
Nuremberg,  but  granted  in  the  Palatinate. 

Raw  Materials.— The  Hamburg  Association  of  Pharma- 
ceutical Manufacturers  has  sent  a  memorial  to  the  Govern- 
ment Commissioner  for  Transitional  Trade  and  Industry 
claiming  special  consideration  in  the  matter  of  raw 
materials.  Tho  Association  points  out  that  a  sufficiency  of 
drugs  in  tho  home  market  is  a  necessity,  and,  further,  that 
the  comparatively  few  raw  materials  required  represent  a 
high  monetary  value  in  their  export  form  as  finished  pro- 
ducts. These  '  products  occupy  very  little  shipping-room, 
and  have  only  partially  been  leplaced  in  other  countries 
during  tno  war. 

Substitutes  in  Dressings. — The  War  Raw  Material  De- 
partment allows  only  half  the  normal  peace-time  quantities 
of  materials  for  surgical  dressings  to  be  used,  and  destines 
two-fifths  of  these  for  private  use.  As  the  hospitals  are 
filled  with  wounded  the  shortage  in  this  department  is 
acute,  and  has  prompted  the  production  of  such  substitutes, 
as  cellulose  wadding  and  crepe-paper  bandages.  The. 
'•  Kolnische  Zeitung  "  lectures  its  readers  on  the  general 
unwillingness  to  accept  these  makeshifts,  and  sorrowfully 
quotes  from  a  Cologne  pharmacist's  letter  to  his  wholesaler 
as  follows  :  "  That  you  wiih  to  force  me  to  buy  goods  which 
I  do  not  require  should  be  sufficient  reason  for  myse!f  and 
my  colleagues  to  stop  buying  from  your  factory,  even  after 
the  war." 

Production  of  Resin.— Resin  is  a  highly  important  pro- 
duct for  both  industrial  and  war  purposes.  It  is  used  in 
tho  manufacture  of  paper,  printer's  ink,  soap,  roofing-felt, 
brewer's  pitch,  cable  tar,  lubricating-oil,  colours,  varnish, 
and  armaments.  Germany  drew  her  peace-time  supply  of 
resin,  amounting  to  about  800,000  d.  err.  per  year,  and  its 
products,  mainly  from  America  and  the  South  of  France, 
but  is  now  forced  to  resort  to  her  own  woods.  So  far  as 
is  known,  between  one  and  one  and  a  half  million  pine-trees 
were  tapped  in  the  Bavarian  Stato  woods  last  spring,  tho 
cost  per  d.  ctr.  of  resin  being  about  ten  times  as  much  as 
imported  peace-time  resin.  The  most  urgent  demands  for 
resin  were  just  covered.  It  has  now  been  found  necessary 
to  resort  to  tho  use  cf  spruce  as  well  as  pine,  but]  the  yield 
of  resin  from  spruce  is  not  nearly  so  rich  in  turpentine  as 
that  from  the  pine.  All  crude  resin  must  be  delivered  to  the 
War  Committee  for  Oils  and  Fats,  which  will  this  year  pay 
per  d.  ctr.  of  pine  resin,  f.o.r.,  300m.  ;  spruce-notch  resin, 
120m.  :  spruce-deer  resin — i.e.,  resin  obtained  from  the 
wounds  inflicted  in  spruce-trees  by  stags — 70m.

MusterLager) ;  tho  Museum  of  Natural  Science,  Ethno- 
graphy, and  Commerce  in  Bremen,  Commerce  Section. 
Commercial  Museum  (Museum  fur  Natur-,  Volker  und 
Handelskunde  in  Bremen,  Abteilung  fur  Handelskunde, 
Handels-Museum) ;  the  German  Export  Sample  Depot 
(Deutsches  Export-Musterlager),  Berlin  ;  Industrial  Museum 
at  Brunswick  (Industrie-Museum.  Braunschweig) ;  tho 
Eastern  Commercial  Museum  and  tho  German-Austrian 
Eastern  Club  (Orient-Handels-Museum  und  deutsoh-cester- 
reichischer  Orient-Klub),  Berlin;  the  Bureau  of  Informa^ 
tion  as  to  the  Sources  of  Supply  (Bezugsquellen-Auskunftei

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Legal  Reports. 


Business  Name  Registration.— At  Clerkenwell  Police 
Court  on  August  27,  Bruno  Max  Emil  Sherwood,  Verulara 
Street,  Gray's  Inn  Koad,  London,  was  fined  51.,  with  51.  5s. 
costs,  for  sending  to  Sydney  Tubbs,  .at  Basinghall  Street, 
a  letter  in  which  his  former  surname  and  nationality  of 
origin,  not  being  British,  was  not  mentioned  in  legible 
characters.  It  was  stated  that  Mr.  Tubbs  was  administer- 
ing the  affairs  of  S'chultz  &  Co.,  optical-instrument  makers, 
and  Sherwood,  who  had  acted  as  secretary  to  the  company, 
wrote  to  him,  but  the  notepaper  did  not  state  that  his 
former  name  was  Schultz,  and  that  he  was  a  German. 

Action  against  a  Doctor.— In  the  King's  Bench  Divi- 
sion, Dublin,  on  August  23,  application  was  made  in  the 
ease  of  Fisher  v.  McElwaine  for  an  order  remitting  the 
action  for  trial  to  the  County  Court  Judge  of  Cavan.  De- 
fendant,, who  is  a  medical  man  -at  Bailieborough,  ca. 
Cavan,  and  keeps  a  shop  there,  made  an  affidavit  in  which 
he  stated  that  the  action  was  brought  ag'ainst  him  by  the 
plaintiff  to  recover  damages  for  personal  injuries  sustained 
through  his  negligence.  He  had  a  good  defence  to  the 
action ;  neither  himself  nor  his  servants  were  guilty  of  any 
negligence  whatsoever  towards  the  plaintiff,  nor  did  the 
plaintiff  suffer,  any  damage  through  his  neglect  or  default. 
The  plaintiff  applied  to  him  on  July  2  for  one  pennyworth 
of  carbolic  oil,  and  it  was  supplied  to  him.  The  oil  was 
made  up  with  three  drops  of  carbolic  acid  to  about  one  tea- 
spoonful  of  oil.  The  plaintiff  afterwards  came  back  and 
alleged  that  he  (defendant)  had  given  him  pure  carbolic 
acid,  which  was  quite  untrue.  The  Lord  Chief  Justice 
remitted  the  action  to  the  County  Court  Judge. 

Pharmacy  Act  (Ireland).— In  the  Dublin  Police  Court 
on  August  28,  before  Mr.  Drury,  Metropolitan  Police  Magis- 
trate, Mrs.  Helena  M.  Montgomery  Murray,  76  Dame  Street, 
Dubl  in,  was  charged,  at  "the  instance  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland,  with  having  committed  breaches  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act  (Ireland),  1875.    Three  of  the  summonses  were 
for   having  kept  open   shop  for  dispensing  or  compound- 
ing medical  prescriptions  -without  being  properly  qualified 
according  to  law ;   another  summons  was  for  having  sold 
laudanum  ;  and  she  was  charged  on  a  fifth  summons  with 
having     on     the    same     date     kept     open     shop  ,for 
retailing,     dispensing,    or    compounding     poisons.  Mr. 
William   Campbell    Meeke,    solicitor,    appeared    for  the 
prosecution,   and    Mr.    Christopher  Friery,   solicitor,  for 
the  defence.      Mr.    Arthur  T.  Ferrall,  Registrar  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland,  was  also  in  court.  Mr. 
Meeke,  in  stating  the  case  for  the  prosecution,  said  the 
defendant,  Mrs.  Murray,  was  the  widow  of  Mr.  T.  J.  Mont- 
gomery, who  had  been  a  duly  qualified  chemist  carrying  on 
business  at  76  Dame  Street,  and  who  died  in  July  or  August 
1915.    From  that  time  up  to  the  present  his  widojy  had. 
carried  on  the  business,  as  she  was  entitled  to  do  under 
certain  circumstances.    Shortly  after  the  death  of  her  hus 
band  the  defendant  called  and.  saw  the  Registrar  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  discussed  with  him  the  manner 
in  which  the  business  could  legally  be  conducted.    The  ar 
rangements  were  that  she  was  to  carry  on  the  business  as 
required  by  law.    Almost  from  that  time  up  to  the  present 
she  had  been  breaking  the  law.    According  to  law  the  exe 
cutor  or    administrator   of    a  pharmaceutical  chemist  is 
entitled  to  carry  on  the  business  while  that  business  is  man 
aged    or   conducted    by  a  duly   qualified  pharmaceutical 
chemist.    This  lady  had.  persistently  carried  on  the  business 
without  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  with  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist  only  a.t  long  intervals.    The  Society's  patience  was 
exhausted,  and  they  sent  their  inspector,  who  called  at  the 
premises  on  three  dates — July  25,  27,  and  28.    On  each  of 
these  occasions  a  prescription  was  compounded,  and  on  one 
occasion  poison  was  sold.    On  none  of  these  occasions  was 
there  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  in  the  place.    The  proceed- 
ings were  taken  under  Section  30  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  (Ire- 
land), 1875,  which  provided  that  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  to  sell  or  keep  open  shop  for  retailing,  dispensing,  or 
compounding  poisons  or  medical  prescriptions  unless  such  per- 
son be  registered-  as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  a  chemist 
and  dru — ist.  Section  32  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1875.  provided 
that  upon  the  decease  of  any  person  registered  under  the 
Act  as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  as  a  chemist  and  drug- 
gist actually  in  business  at  the  time  of  his  death,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  any  executor,    administrator,  or  trustee  of  the 
estate  to  continue  the  business  if  and  so  long  as  the  business 
is  bona,  fide  conducted  by  a  duly  qualified  assistant,  who 
should  be,  within  the  meaning  of  the  section,  a  pharmaceu- 
tical chemist  or  a  chemist  and  druggist,  registered  as  such 
under  the  Act.    The  substantial  question  to  be  determined 
in  this  case  is  whether  there  was  a  pharmaceutical  chemist 


actually  in  charge  of  the  business  on  the  dates  to  which 
he  had  referred.    There  might  be  a  broader  and  more  intri- 
cate question  of  law  to  be  considered — he  hoped  not — as  to. 
the  meaning  of  the  words  in  Section  32  "  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  any  executor,  administrator,  or  trustee  of  the  estate  of 
such  pharmaceutical  chemist  ...  to  continue  such  business, 
etc." — whether  such  executor,  administrator,  or  trustee  was 
to  be  allowed  to  carry  on  the  business  in  perpetuity,  as  it 
were,  regardless  of  the  fact  that  the  estate  might  have  been 
administered,  or,  as  he  was  instructed,  had  occurred  in  this 
case,  the  widow,  who  had.  since  married  a  second  time,  was 
the  sole  next-of-kin,  and  took  the  business  for  her  ,own  use 
absolutely.    The  business  appeared,  to  have  been  conducted 
by  Mr.  T.  J.  Montgomery,  but  on  the  labels  on  the  bottles, 
and  on  the  envelope  in  which  the  prescription  was  handed 
back,  the  inscription  was  "  Montgomery  &  Co."    He  did 
not  know  whether  that  could  be  explained  or  not.  These 
proceedings  had  been    taken  against  this  lady    with  the 
greatest  possible  reluctance.    The   Pharmaceutical  Society 
had  the  utmost  sympathy  with  her,  and  had  extended  to  her 
the  utmost  consideration.    It  is  a  matter  of  protecting  the 
interests  of  duly  qualified  persons  and  persons  legally  en- 
titled to  carry  on  the  business,  but  the  proceedings  were 
also  taken  in  the  interests  of  the  public  and  to  prevent  the 
pviblic  being  the  victims  of  mistakes  in  a  place  like  this, 
doing,  as  he  was    instructed,  a  large   business    without  a 
qualified  person.    On  July  25,  27,  and  28  the  only  assistant 
in  the  place  or  belonging  to  it  was  &,  gentleman  named 
O'Halloran.    His  clients  had  been  unable  to  trace  whether 
Mr.  O'Halloran  had  any  experience.    He  did  not  appear 
in  the  books  of  the    Pharmaceutical    Society  as  having 
passed  any  of   their  examinations— Preliminary  or  other. 
Whether  he  was  an  unqualified  assistant  he  (Mr.  Meeke} 
could  not  say.    He  had  attended  the  Society's  Chemistry 
School  for  three  months,    and  the  Materia    Medioa  and 
Botany  School  for  three  months.    So  far  as  they  knew  he 
knew  nothing  about  the  business,  and  it  was  quite  clear 
that  he  is  not  a  duly  qualified  chemist.    Mr.  Drury  asked 
whether  the  facts  were  admitted?    Mr.  Friery  said  they 
were  not.    He  would,  be  able  to  show  that  his  client  had  a. 
qualified  assistant— Dr.  Sammon,  her  brother,  who  was  a, 
medical  doctor,  and  also   Licentiate  of  the  Apothecaries' 
Hall.    Mr.  Meeke  said  he  was  instructed  that  Dr.  Sammorr 
had  gone  three  or  four  days  before  July  25.    Mr.  Patrick 
Butler,  inspector  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  stated  that 
he  visited' the  premises  on  July  25.    He  saw  Mrs.  Murray 
and  an  assistant,  Mr.  O'Halloran,  there.    He  handed  Mr. 
O'Halloran  a  prescription,  and  paid  Is.  6d.  for  the  bottle. 
The  prescription  was  marked  "  T.  J.  Montgomery,  M.P.S.I., 
Pharmaceutical  Chemist."    Mrs.    Murray    herself   took  no 
part  in  that  transaction.    Before  leaving  the  shop  he  asked 
Mr.  O'Halloran  about  Dr.   Sammon,  and  Mr.  O'Halloran 
said  he  had  gone  to  Belfast  two  or  three  days  previously. 
When  he  visited  the  premises  on  June  27,  Mrs.  Murray  was 
there,  but  there  was  no  assistant.    He  handed  the  prescrip- 
tion to  Mrs.  Murray,  and  she  compounded  it  herself.  By 
means  of  a  mirror  he  saw  her  do  it.    He  asked  her  for  2d. 
worth  of  linseed  meal  and  6d.  worth  of  laudanum  to  put  in 
it    stating  that  he  had  pains  in  his  back.     She  told  him 
iodine  might  be  better.    He  said  he  had  used  the  other  on 
previous  occasions  and  that  it  had  always  given  him  great 
relief.    Mrs.  Murray  gave  him  6d.  worth  of  laudanum.  The 
bottle  was  labelled  '"  Laudanum— Poison.    Montgomery  and 
Co.,  Prescription  Chemists,  76  Dame  Street,  Dublin."  Wit- 
ness also  gave  evidence  as  to  his  visit  to  the  premises  ort 
July  28.    Mr.  O'-Halloran  compounded  the  prescription  on 
that  occasion.    While  he  was  there  some  other  customers 
came  in,  and  Mr.  O'Halloran  compounded  prescriptions  for 
them.    Mr.  Drury  (to  Mr.  Friery) :  Do  you  claim  that  O  Hal- 
loran  is  a  qualified  chemist?    Mr.  Friery  said  he  did  not. 
During  these  days  Dr.  Sammon  unfortunately  was  away. 
But  he  had  an  affidavit  saying  that  he  was  in  charge  those 
days.    Mr.  Drury  said  Dr.  Sammon  was  not  there  on  those 
days.    There  must  be    a  qualified    man  on  the  premises 
always.    On  the  evidence  the  law  had  been  broken.  Mr. 
Friery  said  Dr.  Sammon,  a  brother  of  Mrs.  Murray,  was 
actuallv  in  charge  of  the  shop  at  the  time.    He  was  negotiat- 
ing to  join  the  Army  and  went  away  for  a  day  or  two.  He 
had  joined  the  Army    Medical  Corps,  and  had  sworn  an 
affidavit  that  from  the  month  of  July  1917  to  the  date  on 
which  he  joined  the  Army  he  managed  the  business  carried 
on  bv  his  sister  at  76  Dame  Street.     There  is  »  qualified 
assistant  there  now— Mr.  Roche,  who  is  a  member  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society.    Mr.  Drury  imposed  a  hne  ot  a. 
on  each  of  the  summonses,  with  51.  5s.  costs.

He  passed  the  Minor 
examination  in  1873,  and  the  Major  a  few  months  after- 
wards. Like  his  father,  he  early  in  his  career  became  a 
Fellow  of  the  Chemical  Society,  and  Dr.  Symons'  earliest 
contribution  to  chemical  literature  was  on  the  solubility 
of  turpentine  in  glacial  acetic  acid,  a  subject  upon  which 
his  father  had  also  worked.  The  present  official  formula 
for  lin.  tereb.  acet,  is  the  outcome  of  these  investigations. 
He  was  in  business  as  a  chemist  at  Queen's  Terrace,  St. 
John's  Wood,  London,  and  read  several  papers  before  the 
■Chemists'  Assistants'  Association ;  afterwards  he  became 
chemist  to  Idris  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  an  outcome  of  his  work 
with  Messrs.  Idris  was  a  method  of  purifying  lithium  salts, 
papers  arising,  out  of  this  investigation  being  contributed 
to  The-  Chemist  and  Druggist  in  1890.  Papers  were  also 
given  before  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  on 
<l  Tumefaction  as  an  Aid  to  the  Identification  of  Starch." 
and  on  ipecacuanha-wine.  In  collaboration  with  Mr.  A.  W. 
Gerrard  some  good  work  was  done  on  ulexine.  Dr.  Symons 
was  an  examiner  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  for  ten 
years  from  July  1884.  During  this  period  he  turned  his 
attention  to  medical  matters,  and  in  1894  became  a  Licen- 
tiate of  the  Society  of  Apothecaries,  M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P. 
Lond.,  and  MiD.  (Brux.).    The  following  year  he  took  the 


Diplomas  in  Public  Health  of  Durham  and  Oxford.  In 
1896  he  was  appointed  medical  officer  of  health  for  the  City 
of  Bath,  and  since  then  he  has  especially  devoted  himself 
to  matters  relating  to  public  health,  his  last  paper  before 
the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute  being  on  the  fly  nuisance. 
He  made  a  hobby  of  meteorology,  and  had  an  observation 
station  in  his  grounds  at  Combe  Park,  Bath.  Although 
Dr.  Symons  has  been  out  of  the  drug-trade  for  many  years, 
he  will  be  remembered  by  many  in  pharmacy  who  asso- 
ciated with  him  during  his  life  in  London.  While  studying 
for  the  Major  he  was  a  colleague,  of  Dr.  J.  C.  Thresh, 
who  also  branched  off  into  Public  Health,  and  made  this 
part  of  the  medical  profession  his  life's  work.  The  inter- 
ment took  place  at  Hampstead  after  cremation  at  Golder's 
Green,  London,  N.W. 

Mr.  F.  H.  Aleoek,  P.I.C.,  Birmingham,  writes  :  "  I  lenrn  with 
great  regret  of  the  death  of  Dr.  Symons,  Bath,  whom  I  met 
first  at  the  meetings  of  the  London  Chemists'  Assistants'  Asso- 
ciation. Sir  Richard  Winfrey  was  connected  with  th-'  Associa- 
tion at  the  same  time.  Dr.  Symons  had  a  wide  circle  of  friends 
in  and  outside  Modern  Babylon." 

Wheeler. — At  The  Pharmacy,  Korumburra,  Victoria,  on 
June  26,  Mr.  Frederick' Wheeler,  pharmacist,  aged  seventy. 
Mr.  Wheeler,  who  as  a  boy  was  with  Mr.  William  Smith, 
Walworth  Road,  London,  S.E.,  went  to  Australia  in  1864, 
and,  after  following  the  gold  rush,  resided  from  1871  to 
1914  at  Alexandra,  where  he  carried  on  business  as  phar- 
macist, dentist,,  etc.,  and  filled  various  public  offices.

London 

is  in  imperial  affairs  the  most  conservative  portion 
of  the  United  Kingdom,  and  it  is  rather  curious  that 
in  pharmaceutical  politics  it  is  the  most  progressive.  It 
was  not  always  so.  Time  was  when  the  Society  was  re- 
garded by  country  chemists  as  the  creature  of  the  West- 
•end  pharmaceutical  magnates,  and  as  such  indifferent  to  ifae 
wants  of  the  rank-and-file,  whose  complaints,  "steam- 
ing up,  a  lamentation  and  an  ancient  tale  of  wrong," 
•they  heard  as  a  kind  of  "doleful  music"  enhancing 
their  own  bliss.  I  cannot  say  how  much  of  this  spirit 
(supposing  it  to  have  ever  existed)  survives  at  the  West- 
end,  but  East  and  South  and  North  are  now  fully  awake 
to  the  necessities  of  pharmacy,  and  are  playing  a 
leading  part  in  the  organisation  of  the  forces  that  make 
for  reform.  The  obstructives  now,  I  am  told,  are  found 
mainly  in  our  "  cathedral  cities,"  but  this  is  a  wide 
term  and  includes,  as  I  happen  to  know,"  some  places  in 
which  the  progressive  element  is  strong.  The  truth 
probably  is  that  the  forward  policy  more  than  once 
initiated  by  the  London  Associations  is  checked  by  little 
cliques  of  "super-pharmacists"  in  "superior"  neigh- 
bourhoods, such  as' health-resorts,  seaside  ditto,  some  of 
the  smaller  "cathedral  cities  "  and  the  more  "  swanky  " 
suburbs  nf  our  larger  towns.  And  then  there  is  the 
invincible  apathy  of  the  mere  countrymen,  and  the  men 
so  immersed  in  the  cares  of  an  unusually  exacting 
struggle  for  existence.  This  last  factor — for  the  vis 
inertice  is  in  effect  an  active  force — added  to  the  rest  of 
the  forces  of  reaction,  is  quite  sufficient  to  account  for 
the  situation.  There  is  a  real,  I  believe  a  vast,  nume- 
rical majority  of  pharmacists  eager  for  radical  changes 
in  our  constitution  and  government,  but  under  our  pre- 
sent system  of  election  they  cannot  get  an  effective  voice 
in  the  Council,  and  their  efforts  in  other  directions  are 
•continually  being  thwarted  by  officials  and  wire-pullers 
in  high  places.  One  of  the  enemies  of  progress,  and 
probably  the  wor6t,  is  government  by  Committees, 
which  is  what  our  Council  really  comes  to.  Five  or 
six  progressives  might  have  some  power,  at  least  of 
speech,  in  full  Council,  but  they  have  virtually  none 
when  distributed  in  artfully  packed  Committees. 
"  Divide  and  govern,"  is  the  tyrant's  maxim,  whether  the 
tyrant  is  a  person  or  an  oligarchy. 

The  Reason  for  this  Charge 

in  London  opinion  is  not  far 
to  seek.  Formerly  the  ordinary  London  pharmacist  was 
as  indifferent  to  the  doings  of  the  Society  as  his  pro- 
vincial brother,  and  for  the  same  reason.  He  accepted 
them  as  the  ways  of  Providence — of  "  them  as  is  above 
us" — were  accepted  by  the  good  woman  in  "Silas 
Marner " ;  they  were  inscrutable,  often  unpleasant,  but 
they  were  part  of  the  natural  order,  and  as  they  had 
not  often  any  apparent  close  connection  with  us,  we 
merely  grumbled  when  we  thought  of  them  at  all,  much 
as  the  most  pious  souls  may  grumble  at  the  weather. 
But  the  Insurance  Act  has  changed  all  that.  It  has 
brought  our  Olympians  out  of  the  sky  into  the  highways 
and  byways  of  our  daily  life,  and  shown  us  what  in- 
competent creatures  they  are  where  actual  business  is 
concerned.  Time  and  again  they  have  blundered  where 
blundering  meant  disaster  for  us ;  they  have  thwarted  our 
wishes  and  overridden  our  decisions,  always  to  our 
disadvantage ;  they  have  spent  our  money  on  machinery 
whose  creaking  is  the  most  obvious  evidence  of  its  work- 
ing, and  the  expense  of  which  is  out  of  all  proportion 
to  any  good  we  get  from  its  working.  Officials  have 
been  multiplied  upon  officials,  committees  upon  commit- 
tees, without  co-oi'dmation  or  mutual  understanding. 
We  have  no  effective  check  on  anything,  and  can  only 
speculate  as  to  where  our  money  has  gone.  Worst  of 
all,  we  hold  our  position  by  a  very  precarious  tenure, 
and  on  terms  that  make  it  scarcely  worth  holding  at  all. 
Result :  the  awakening  of  London. 


The  Metric  System  in  Medicine 

apparently  appeals  to  the 
doctors  to  such  an  extent  that  the  British  Medical  Associa- 
tion now  wants  it  taught  to  students.  One  would  have 
expected  that  this  was  the  first  requisite  to  the  introduc- 
tion of  the  system.  We  have  reversed  the  natural  process 
by  first  altering  the  practice,  and  then  beginning  to 
teach  the  theory.  If  the  General  Medical  Council  had 
been  so  certain  of  the  virtues  of  the  practice,  they  ought 
long  ago  to  have  insisted  on  the  introduction  of  metric 
teaching  into  materia  medica,  pharmacy,  and  prescribing 
syllabuses  in  the  curricula  and  examinations  for  degrees 
and  diplomas,  and  the  final  stage  would  have,  been  natural 
and  easy.  I  notice,  however,  that  the  word  "mil"  has 
been  laid  hold  of  by  the  bankers,  who  propose  that  the 
new  metric  coinage  be  based  on  the  sovereign  and  the 
"  mil,"  the  former  to  remain  as  at  present  and  to  be  equal 
to  1,000  mils.  But  the  "  mil  "  having  already  been  claimed 
by  the  General  Medical'  Council,  I  suppose  we  are  in  for 
a  struggle  for  its  precious  corpus,  and  should  this  happen 
I  shall  put  my  money  on  the  bankers.  The  use  of  the 
cash  "  mil,"  as  compared  with  the  medical  "mil,"  would 
be  as  a  million  to  one,  and  I  should  not  be  at  all  surprised 
if,  after  all,  we  may  once  more  have  to  go  back  to  the 
despised  c.c. 

The  Ethical  Rules 

laid  down  by  the  Melbourne  Conference  of 
April  24  presuppose  a  few  things  of  which  experience 
makes  me  doubtful — for  instance,  that  doctors  are  grate- 
ful for,  or  at  least  tolerant  of,  corrections  of  their  mistakes  ; 
and  that  pharmacists  may  under  certain  conditions  safely 
modify  doubtful  prescriptions.  As  regards  the  latter 
point,  it  is  clear  from  the  communication  of  "  Panel 
Chemist"  in  your  issue  of  last  week  that  it  is  not  safe 
to  alter  any  prescription  if  you  intend  to  be  paid  for  it 
under  the  Insurance  Act;  and  my  memory  yields  no  record 
of  any  instance  in  which  a  doctor  has  been  other  than 
actively  or  tacitly  resentful  of  any  hint  of  a  mistake  on 
his  part.  Perhaps  my  experience  has  been  exceptionally 
unfortunate,  but  I  know  several  brother  pharmacists  who. 
prefer  to  decline  a  prescription  rather  than  suggest  to  the 
prescriber  that  it  requires  correction.  Another  point  :  I 
have  no  recollection  of  having  ever  seen  a  prescription  in 
which  a  modification  had  been  noted  by  a  previous  dis- 
penser. This  is  no  argument  against  the  desirability  of 
such  notification,  but  it  shows  that,  for  some  reason  or 
other,  pharmacists  do  not  care  to  thrust  themselves  for- 
ward in  this  way. 

Eau  de  Cologne, 

in  spite  of  the  dictum  of  Mr.  Denman,  the 
Marlborough  Street  Magistrate,  both  can  be  and  is  con- 
sidered by  medical  experts  outside  the  category  of  ordinary 
perfumes.  It  owed  its  first  success  largely  to  its  real  or 
supposed  medicinal  properties ;  it  is  included  as  a  medicine 
in  several  of  our  Dispensatories,  and  is,  or  used  to  be, 
prescribed  as  spiritus  coloniensis,  under  which  name  a 
formula  for  it  is  given  in  Martindale's  "  Extra  Pharma- 
copoeia." Of  what  "ordinary  perfume"  besides  eau  de 
cologne  can  as  much  be  said?  Every  pharmacist  knows 
that  it  is  still  frequently  asked  for  as  an  outward  appli-. 
cation  in  cases  of  headache,  etc. 

Faulty  Storage  of  Lime-water 

is  ;  perhaps  as  frequent  a  cause 
of  low  strength  as  faulty  preparation.  Lime-water  is 
often  stored  in  half-gallon  bottles,  and  these  are  con- 
veniently left  on  the  top  shelf.  The  temperature  of  the 
pharmacy  is  always  highest  near  the  ceiling,  and  where 
gas  is  employed  for  lighting  the  difference  in  temperature 
between  the  upper  and  lower  layers  of  atmosphere  is 
considerable.  As  lime  is  les6  soluble  in  warm  than  in  cold 
water,  a  certain  proportion  of  the  hydrate  is  liable  to  be 
thrown  out  of  solution,  when  it  settles  on  the  glass, 
and  fails  to  redissolve.  Also  if  a  bottle  is  half  full  the 
surface  of  the  liquid  soon  becomes  coated  with  carbonate 
of  lime,  which  also  settles  down.  These  sources  of  trouble 
are,  I  think,  often  to  blame  for  weak  lime-water.

Editorial  Articles . 

New  Zealand  Overseas  Trade. 

In  his  annual  Report  on  the  trade  of  the  Dominion  of 
New  Zealand  for  1916,  Mr.  R.  W.  Dalton,  Trade  Com- 
missioner, states  that  the  total  imports  were  valued  at 
26,339,000?.,  compared  with  21,729,000/.  in  the  previous 
year,  an  increase  of  4,610,000/.,  or  about  21  per  cent. 
After  commenting  on  the  remarkable  and  satisfactory 
fact  that,  in  face  of  all  the  difficulties  which  British 
manufacturers  have  had  to  meet,  and  in  view  of  the 
many  prohibitions  of  export  which  have  been  brought 
into  force,  the  United  Kingdom's  share  of  the  import 
trade  of  the  Dominion  increased  from  49  per  cent,  in 
1915  to  50.5  per  cent,  .in  1916,  Mr.  Dalton  goes  on  to 
remark  that  it  is  nevertheless  true  that  even  before  the 
war  the  .position  of  the  home  country  was  unsatisfactory, 
and  in  some  trades  since  the  war  foreign  firms  have 
established  themselves.  It  is  impossible  to  prophesy 
with  accuracy  what  the  position  ,of  the  United  Kingdom 
in  these  trades  may  be  after  the  war,  but  it  is  fairly 
safe  to  assume  that  when  the  war  is  over,  for  reasons 


both  of  improvements  in  producing  methods  at  home, 
and  of  the  quickened  patriotic  sentiment  in  the  Dominion, 
British  manufacturers  will  be  in  a  more  favourable  posi- 
tion for  competing.  The  advance  of  foreign  trade  at 
the  expense  of  British  trade-  is  not  yet  serious  in  the 
total,  but  it  should  be  remembered  that  it  is  fairly 
serious  in  some  individual  lines.  Preparations  may  be 
made,  and  should  be  made  now,  to  deal  with  the  posi- 
tion when  the  war  is  over ;  the  actual  efforts  in  most 
trades  may  have  to  be  deferred,  but  if  in  the  meantime 
British  firms  would  explain  to  customers  the  difficulties 
of  delivery,  they  would  find  firms  in  the  Dominion 
sympathetic,  ready  to  abstain  from  trade  with  foreign 
countries  as  much  as  possible,  and  to  revert  to  British 
sources  of  supply  after  the  war.  Many  complaints  have 
been  made  to  the  Commissioner  as  to  the  treatment 
customers  have  received  from  firms  on  this  side  since  the 
war ;  but  he  finds  when  huyers  in  New  Zealand  under- 
stand the  difficulties  under  which  all  business  in  the 
United  Kingdom  is  carried  on,  imagined  grievances 
largely  disappear.  Most  people  understand,  in  general, 
the  straits  to  which  British  firms  have  been  put ;  but 
they  do  not  understand  in  detail  that  expert  packers  have 
gone,  that  many  offices  and  shipping  staffs  are  almost 
entirely  new  to  their  work,  that  in  many  cases  actual 
producers  are  new  and  have  to  be  trained,  and  so  forth. 
It  is  on  these  points  that  firms  should  give  more  in- 
formation. 

The  New  Zealand  drug-trade  shared  in  the  general 
prosperity  of  the  country,  which  was,  of  course,  solely- 
due  to  the  high  prices  of  the  produce.  The  following- 
table  shows  total  imports  of  drugs,  chemicals,  and 
druggists'  wares,  together  with  the  shaies  of  the  countries 
named  :

Included  in  the  above  were  imports  of  medicinal 
preparations-  valued  at  248,118/.,  of  which  the  United 
Kingdom's  share  was  149,500/.,  that  of  Australia  35,0C0/., 
and  the  United  States  50,500/.  American  firms  are  well 
established  in  New  Zealand,  and  a  considerable  trade  .is- 
done  in  toilet-preparations,  which  trade  has  been  carried 
on  much  more  actively  since  the  war.  The  bulk  of  the 
imported  tooth-pastes,  shaving-soaps,  face-creams,  and 
similar  products  is  of  American  make.  Practically  all 
the  heavy  chemicals,  like  alum,  ammonium  chloride, 
borax,  calcium  chloride,  sodium  and  potassium  cyanide, 
disinfectants,  sheep-dip,  sodium  salts,  and  acids  (except 
sulphuric  and  nitric),  are  obtained  solely  from  the  United 
Kingdom,  -which  is  satisfactory.  Sulphuric  and  nitric 
acids  and  compressed  gases  are  obtained  from  Australia. 
Dyes  valued  at  34,700/.  came  from  the  United  Kingdom, 
out  of  a -total  import -of  41,657/.  in  1916,  against  18,247/. 
in  1915.  This  is  very  satisfactory,  and  shows  that 
British  dyes  are  meeting  with  success.  Other  imports  of  the 
Dominion  are  analysed  in  the  Report  in  considerable  detail, 
especially  with  regard  to  whether  the  various  classes  of 
goods  are  of  a  competitive  or  non-competitive  character. 
This  distinction  has  been  made  in  order  that  an  indica- 
tion may  be  afforded  of  the  amount  of  trade  for  which 
manufacturers  in  the  United  Kingdom  can  compete,  as 
against  that  for  which  they  are  not  in  a  position  to  com- 
pete owing  to  natural  causes.  Attention  is  also  drawn 
to  the  methods  of  trading  in  the  Dominion,  with  special 
reference  to  the  treatment  of  agents  and  customers,  the 
form  of  invoices,  packing,  and  catalogues,  while  particulars 
are  also  given  regarding  the  export  and  shipping  trades, 
public  works,  legislation,  and  other  miscellaneous  matters. 
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Doing  without  Germany. 
IV.— The  United  States. 


Before  the  entry  of  the  United  States  of  America  into 
the  war  which  is  to  end  Prussianism,  that  country  had 
realised  that  it  must  no  longer  be  dependent  upon  Ger- 
many for  the  supply  of  goods  upon  which  the  national 
existence  depends.    When  Great  Britain  in  1914  denied 
the  use  of  the  seas  to  Germany,  the  United  States  sud- 
denly realised  that  many  of  the  American  industries,  such 
as  textile-manufacture,  would  be  dislocated  unless  steps 
-were  taken  to  make  the  dyes  which  formerly  came  from 
overseas.    A  census  was  taken  of  dyestuffs  imported  and 
made  in  the  country,  so  as  to  be  in  possession  of  accurate 
statistics  as  to  the  quantities  and  varieties  of  dyes  which 
were  required.    This  was  followed  by  an  appropriation  of 
$50,000  by  Congress  under  which  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry 
will  co-operate  with  manufacturers  in  the  investigations 
needed  in  the  aniline-colour  industry.    A  separate  research 
laboratory  and  an  enormously  increased  production  are 
likely  to  be  the  permanent  result  of  this  effort  :  great  exten- 
sions of  existing  works  are  already  reported,  and  the  manu- 
facture of  the  raw,  intermediate,  and  finished  products,  is 
being  carried  out  on  a  very  much  larger  scale  than  hitherto. 
Benzonaphthol,     resorcin,     phenolphthalein,  salicylates, 
guaiacol  carbonate,    and   saccharin  may    be  mentioned 
as  being    produced   in    large  quantities.      We  recently 
reported  'that   the   leading  manufacturers   of  dyestuffs 
in  the  United  States  have  formed  a  combination,  with 
a  capital  of  $25,000,000,  which  should  place  the  industry  in 
a  solid  position  to  meet  Teuton  competition  when  it  again 
comes  in  force.    The  aniline-dye  products  which  are  being 
made  include  a  good  many  medicinal  chemicals,  and  this 
country  has  since  1914  been  importing  large  quantities 
of  fine  chemicals  from  the  United  States.    The  number  of 
products  will  increase  with  the  growth  of  the  aniline-dye 
industry.    The  scarcity  of  potassium  compounds  owing  to 
the  cessation    of  German  supplies   has    stimulated  the 
efforts  to  solve  the  old  problem  of  extracting  potash  from 
silicate  rocks  on  a  commercial  scale.    One  comparatively 
simple  process  has  ibeen  found  on  a  laboratory  scale  to 
extract  from  felspar  both  the  potassium  and  aluminium 
salts  on  a  quantitative  basis,  and  there  is  every  reason  to 
believe  that,  translated  into  practice,  the  process  can  be 
worked  profitably  even  at  the  pre-war  prices  of  potash. 
In  the  meantime  potassium  chloride  is  being  made  in 
fairly  large  quantities  on  the  Pacific  Coast .  from  kelp. 
Congress  has  also  appropriated  $20,000,000  for  an  investi- 
gation of  the  problem  of  making  nitrogen  products  from 
the  air,  and  a  Government  plant  is  being  constructed  at  a 
cost  of  $4,000,000.    The  extraordinary  activity  of  the 
chemical  industry  has    accelerated  the    development  of 
chemical  engineering  and  the  production  of  chemical  ap- 
pliances, as  well    as  stimulated  the  efforts    to  produce 
trained    technical  chemists.    Laboratory   glassware  and 
porcelain  and  scientific  instruments  are  now  made  in  suffi 
cient  quantity  to  satisfy  the  home  demand.    The  result 
of  the  declaration  of  war  on  Germany  gives  every  indi 
cation  that  the  United  States  will  endeavour  to  do  without 
Germany  even  more  completely.    The  Adamson  law  which 
has  recently  been  enacted  is  founded  on  the  British  Acts 
dealing  with   enemy  trading  and    enemy  property.  An 
outcome  of  this  law  is  that  licences  will  be  granted  to 
Americans  to  use  the  Salvarsan  patents    which  hitherto 
have  been  in  the  hands  of  the  agents  of  Meister,  Lucius  & 
Briining.    Salvarsan  has  been  selling  at  extortionate  prices 
in  the  United  States  because  owing  to  the  impossibility 
of  obtaining  licences  its  manufacture  for  sale  could  not  be 
carried  out  there.    The  agents  of  the  German  patentees 
are  now  making  great  efforts  to  forestall  American  manu- 
facturers of  salvarsan,  but  the  patriotism  of  American 
physicians  is  such  that  the  national  product  is  likely  to 
supplant  the  drug  made  under  German   auspices.  Last 
month  the  National  Research  Council  established  a  Com- 
mittee to  deal  with  synthetic  drugs,  and  systematic  efforts 
are  to  be  made  to  assist  manufacturers  by  working  out 
processes  for  making  synthetic  drugs  on  a  large  scale. 
The  increase  in  the  general  trade  of  the  United  States  with 


South  America  due  to  the  exclusion  of  Germans  from  that 
market  is  likely  to  be  permanent.  The  pirate  empire  will 
thus  lose  not  only  the  immense  trade  which  it  had  been 
doing  with  the  United  States,  but  also  a  large  share  of 
the  profitable  business  which  was  carried  on  with  South 
America. 


Disclosing  the  Directors. 

When  the  Registration  of  Business  Names  Act  was  passed 
on  December  22,  1916,  it  was  generally  conceded  that  its 
weakest  point  was  the  non-inclusion  of  the  limited  liability 
companies  within  its  scope  of  operation.  One  result  was 
that  before  and  irnmediately  after  the  passing  of  the 
Act  there  was  a  somewhat  feverish  anxiety  on  the  part 
of  many  firms  of  foreign  or  alien  enemy  origin  to  become 
"  limited."  The  principals — nominal  or  real — disclosed  in 
many  cases  a  shrinking  from  the  publication  of  their 
identity  which  was  somewhat  suspicious.  The  Companies 
Acts  provided  this  necessary  oblivion,  but  the  passing  of 
the  Companies  (Particulars  as  to  Directors)  Act,  1917,  on 
August  2  has  remedied  the  defect  of  last  year's  legislation. 
By  the  provisions  of  the  new  Act  all  companies  which 
have  been  registered  since  November  22,  1916  (a  month 
before  the  passing  of  the  Registration  of  Business  Names 
Act),  must  furnish  to  Somerset  House — ■ 

(a)  The  present  Christian  name  or  names  and  surname  of 
every  director. 

(b)  Any  former  Christian  name  or  names  or  surname  of 
every  director. 

(c)  The  nationality  of  every  director. 

(d)  The  nationality  of  origin  (if  other  than  the  present 
nationality)  of  every  director. 

(ej  The  usual  residence  of  every  director. 
•  (/)  The    other   business    occupation    (if    any)    of  every; 
director. 

Futhermore,  they  must  also,  on  and  after  November  3  next, 
set  out,  in  all  "  trade  catalogues,  trade  circulars,  showi 
cards,  and  business  letters,"  the  names  of  the  directors  and 
any  former  name  by  which  they  were  known,  as  well  as 
the  nationality  of  any  who  are  not  British,  or  the  former 
nationality  if  a  change  has  been  effected  at  any  tirse. 
Foreign  companies  which  have  established  places  of  busi- 
ness within  the  United  Kingdom  since  November  22  last 
will  also  have  to  conform  to  these  regulations  as  well  as 
any  new  company.  Those  companies  that  were  in  exis- 
tence before  November  22  must  likewise  furnish  the 
names,  and  changes  of  names,  of  directors,  but  it  will  not 
be  required  of  them  to  state  these  particulars  on  their 
business  communications.  All  this  is  fairly  stringent,  and 
would  have  been  certain  of  determined  opposition  in 
normal  times,  but  a  still  more  important  and  far-reaching 
innovation  is  the  definition  given  to  the  word  "  director." 
For  the  purpose  of  this  new  law 

"  the  expression  '  director  '  shall  include  any  person 
who  occupies  the  position  of  a  director,  and  any  person 
in  accordance  with  whose  directions  vr  instructions  the 
directors  of  a  company  are  accustomed  to  act." 
This  will  bring  within  the  scope  of  the  Act  many  interested 
persons  who,  although  never  appearing  personally  iit  ft 
particular  business,  have  always  pulled  the  strings. 
Though  the  real  controllers  of  the  concern,  they  have  pre- 
ferred to  remain  entirely  behind  the  scenes,  their  work 
being  carried  on  by  nominees.  That  particular  clause  will 
make  it  practically  impossible  for  an  alien  enemy  to  enter 
into  business  here  without  revealing  his  or  her  identity, 
and  it  will  also  make  the  path  of  the  dummy  director 
rather  difficult.  All  the  particulars  indicated  must  be 
given  to  .Somerset  House  in  the  annual  summary  which  is 
required  by  the  Companies  Act  to  be  filed  with  the  Regis- 
trar of  Companies,  or  within  one  month  of  the  passing  of 
the  Act  (August  2,  1917)  in  the  case  of  companies  formed 
since  November  22,  1916,  and  within  one  month  of  the 
registration  of  the  company  in  the  case  of  new  companies. 
The  penalty  is  51.  for  every  day  during  which  the  default 
continues.  The  drug,  chemical,  and  associated  industries 
have  not  been  altogether  free  from  alien  enemy  under- 
ground influence,  and  this  Act  is  therefore  a  welcome 
piece  of  British  legislation.

Utilising  Pharmacists  in  the  Army. 

Following  up  the  appeal  of  Mr.  Joseph  W.  England  for 
the  recognition  of  pharmacists  in  the  United  States  army 
(0.  &  D.,  August  25,  p.  44),  the  "Druggists'  Circular  " 
elaborates  the  duties  which  a  pharmacist  could  under- 
take as  follows  : 

1.  In  Field  and  Evacuation  Hospitals:  Aneesthetisation, 
wound-washing,  wouncbdressing,  wound-drainage,  paraffin 
dressing,  drug-dispensing,  shock-treatment,  and  sanitation. 

2.  In  Base  Hospitals:  Same  as  1,  but  also  urinary 
analysis,  primary  bacteriological  tests,  Rontgen-iay  work, 
more  drug-dispensing,  and  dietetic  work. 

3.  In  General  Hospitals:  Same  as  2,  but  also  chemical 
assay  and  bacteriological  examinations  of  food,  water,  milk, 
body  excretions,  soil,  etc..  clinical  tests,  clinical  surgical 
work  (plaster  Paris  bandaging  and  other  surgical  dressings 
and  appliances),  toxicology,  and  more  drug-dispensing. 

4.  In  Convalescent  Homes:  Same  as  3,  but  more  drug- 
dispensing. 

5.  In  Army  Pharmacological  Laboratories :  The  testing  of 
drugs,  biologies,  disinfectants,  surgical  dressings,  and  phar- 
maceutical and  chemical  products  of  all  kinds  purchased  for 
army  use. 

The  additional  training  which  chemists  will  require 
could  be  given  by  the  Colleges  of  Pharmacy,  or  army 
physicians,  surgeons,  and  sanitarians  could  hold  special 
courses,  as  in  the  case  of  other  officers  in  training.  Ir 
the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  U.S.  Congress,  a  Bill 
has  been  introduced  by  Mr.  G.  W.  Edmonds,  a  graduate 
of  the  Philadelphia  College  of  Pharmacy,  with  the  titie 
"  A  Bill  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  Medical  Depart- 
ment of  the  United  States  Army,  to  provide  a  Pharma- 
ceutical Corps  in  that  Department,  and  to  improve 
the  status  and  efficiency  of  the  Pharmacists  in  the 
Army."  The  Bill  is  interesting  as  putting  the  phar- 
maceutical ideas  in  a  concrete  form.  The  duties  of  the, 
Army  Pharmaceutical  Corps  are  thus  defined  in 
Section  3  : 

To  procure  by  purchase  or  manufacture  all  supplies  of 
medicines,  drugs,  chemicals,  pharmaceutical  apparatus,  and 
hospital  and  surgical  dressings  necessary  for  the  Medical 
Department  of  the  Army ;  to  determine  the  quality  and 
purity  of  such  supplies ;  to  have  ,  charge  of  the  medical- 
supply  depots  of  the  Army  and  the  storage  and  safeguard- 
ing of  such  supplies  ;  to  provide  for  the  issuance  and  distri- 
bution of  such  supplies  and  the  dispensing  of  medicines  in 
the  various  hospitals,  dispensaries,  infirmaries,  trains,  and 
camps  of  the  Army  ;  to  properly  care  for,  regulate  the  dis- 
pensing, and  to  systematically  account  for  all  spirituous 
liquors  and  habit-forming  drugs  purchased  for  the  depart- 
ment ;  to  procure  by  purchase  or  manufacture  such  drugs, 
chemicals,  reagents,  tosts,  and  biologic  products  as  are 
used  in  the  laboratories  and  the  medical  and  surgical 
practice  of  the  department  for  the  purposes  of  diagnosis, 
prophylaxis,  or  treatment;  to  account  for  all  moneys 
received  from  sales  of  medical  supplies,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Army  regulations  or  disposed  of  by 
order  of  competent  authority;  to  inspect  the  department's 
stores  and  supplies  of  drugs,  medicines,  hospital  dressings, 
reagents,  tests,  and  biologic  products  and  determine  their 
deterioration  and  fitness  for  use;  to  co-operate  with  the 
other  branches  of  the  department  in  rendering  first-aid 
and  wound-dressing,  and  in  the  making  of  diagnostic  and 
chemical  tests ;  to  establish  and  maintain  a  systematic 
course  of  study  and  training,  including  the  advances  made 
in  medicine,  pharmacy,  and  sciences  allied  thereto,  to  be 
pursued  by  the  members  of  the  Army  Pharmaceutical  Corps 
.  who  are  seeking  promotion  in  the  corps. 

Another  section  deals  with  the  qualifications  and 
duties  of  the  pharmacist-director,  who  is  to  have  the 
rank  of  major. and  be  the  chief  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Corps.  There  are  five  deputy  pharmacist-directors  with 
the  rank  of  captain,  and  such  number  of  pharmacists  with 
the  rank  of  lieutenant  and  of  pharmaceutical  apprentices  as 
may  be  needed  for  the  service.  The  pay  is  to  be  on  the 
same  scale  as  in  the  Medical  Corps.  Provision  is  made 
for  the  transfer  to  the  Corps  of  pharmacists  who  are 
already  serving  with  the  War  Department. 


Spirit  Deliveries. 

'A  Notice  has  been  issued  by  the  Board  of  Customs  and 
Excise  as  to  restriction  of  delivery  of  spirits  and  wine 
for  home  consumption.    This  states  that  any  person  hold- 


ing an  authority  for  the  current  half-year  and  desiring; 
to  obtain  delivery  of  spirits  or  wine  during  the  six  month& 
commencing  October  1,  1917,  must  make  application  to 
the  Advisory  Committee  for  a  renewal  of  the  authority 
now  held.  The  application  must  be  made  in  writing,  no 
special  form  being  required  or  supplied ;  it  should  be 
stated  therein  that  an  authority  has  been  held  for  the 
current  half-year,  and  the  application  number,  as  given  on 
the  right-hand  upper  corner  of  the  authority  so  held, 
should  be  quoted.  The  application  should  be  addressed 
to  the  Secretary,  The  Advisory  Committee  (Customs  and 
Excise),  110  Cannon  Street,  London,  E.C.  4,  and  should 
be  sent  in  early  in  September.  Authorities  for  delivery 
during  the  half-year  which  commenced  on  April  1  last 
will  lapse  on  September  30,  and  deliveries  thereon  will  not 
be  allowed  after  that  date.  Any  balance  remaining 
uncleared  may,  however,  be  transferred  to  the  new 
authority  granted  for  the  ensuing  half-year,  and  such 
transfer  will  be  made  by  any  officer  of  Customs  and 
Excise  on  request,  and  on  production  of  the  old  and  new- 
authorities  ;  the  lapsed  authority  will  be  retained  by  the/ 
officer  for  transmission  to  the  Advisory  Committee. , 

Factory  First-aid  Appliances. 

The  Home  Secretary,  under  powers  conferred  upon  him 
by  the  Police,  Factories,  etc.  (Miscellaneous  Provisions), 
Act,  1916,  has  made  an  Order  dealing  with  the  welfare  of 
workers  employed  in  factories  where  bichromates  are. 
used.  The  formulae  in  the  Official  Cautionary  Notice 
(C.  <£•  D.,  August  18,  p.  44)  have  already  been  of 
use  to  chemists  in  the  neighbourhood  of  factories.  The 
new  Order  requires  this  Notice  to  be  exhibited  in  the 
factory.  The  following  section,  which  it  is  proposed  ^shall 
come  into  force  on  October  1,  deals  with  the  provision  of 
first-aid  boxes  or  cupboards  : 

The  occupier  shall  provide  in  readily  accessible  positions- 
a  sufficient  number  of  "  first-aid  "  boxes  or  cupboards. 

Each  box  or  cupboard  shall  be  marked  plainly  with  a 
white  cross  on  a  red  ground,  and  shall  contain,  besides  any, 
other  medical  appliances  or  requisites,  a  supply  of : 
(i)  Collodion  and  brushes, 
(ii)  Impermeable  waterproof  plaster. 
(Hi)  Ointment,  lint,  bandages,  and  scissors, 
(iv)  A  2-per-cent.  alcoholic  solution  of  iodine. 
Nothing  except  appliances  or  requisites  for  first-aid  shalM 
be  kept  in  a  "  first-aid  "  box  or  cupboard. 

Each  "  first-aid  "  box  or  cupboard  shall  be  kept  stocked 
and  in  good  order,  and  shall  be  placed  under  the  charge- 
of  a  responsible  person,  who  shall  always  be  readily  avail- 
able. 

A  notice  or  notices  shall  be  affixed  in  every  workroom 
stating  the  name  of  the  person  in  charge  of  the  box  or 
cupboard  provided  in  respect  of  that  room. 

The  waterproof  plaster  is,  the  Home  Office  state,  a  kind' 
supplied  by  Leslies,  Ltd.,  and  Cuxson,  Gerrard  &  Co., 
Ltd.  The  specifications  of  the  lint  and  bandages  are  at 
present  the  subject  of  negotiations  with  manufacturers,, 
and  will  probably  be  on  the  lines  of  the  standards  em- 
ployed in  the  Insurance  Drug  Tariff. 


Embargo  on  American  Sulphur  to  Canada. — An  embargo- 
has  been  placed  on  exports  of  sulphur  from  the  United' 
States  to  Canada  in  order  that  supplies  which  are  vital 
to  the  war  needs  of  the  United  States  may  not  be  unduly 
depleted. 

German  Shortage. — One  word  as  to  the  shortage  of  raw 
materials — a  shortage  the  Germans  say  as  little  as  possible- 
about  in  the  newspapers.  In  all  these  economic  matters,  as 
well  as  in  military  affairs,  they  will  "  bluff  "  as  hard  as 
they  can  to  the  very  last  moment.  The  confiscation  of  all 
zinc  bath-tubs  is  threatened;  the  organ-pipes  and  bells  of 
churches  disappeared  long  ago.  The  leather  straps  attached 
to  the  windows  of  railway  carriages  have  been  removed. 
Oils  of  all  sorts  are  practically  unobtainable.  I  heard  of  a 
Be'rlin  lady  only  a  few  weeks  agio  who  gave  200m. 
(10Z.)  for  10  lb.  of  ordinary  salad  oil,  and  thought  herself 
lucky  to  get  it.  Paraffin  may  not  be  sold  in  the  shops 
between  April  1  and  September  30.  Methylated  spirits  can. 
be  obtained  only  by  people  in  special  trades  who  have  a, 
permit.  Ammonia,  boracic  acid,  vaseline,  and  glycerin  have- 
disappeared  from  the  shops,  and  one  has  almost  forgotten 
that  such  a  thing  as  benzine  ever  existed.  Turpentine  earner 
to  an  end  long  ago. — Mr.  F.  Sefton  Delmer  in  the  "  Times.''' 
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Practical  Notes  and  Formulas. 


Ant  Deterrents. 

The  "Lancet,"  replying  to  a  correspondent  who  asked 
for  suggestions  for  keeping  ants  out  of  the  house,  states 
that  the  following  are  popular  remedies :  Powdered  cloves 
with  borax  (oil  of  cloves  thinned  with  methylated  spirit 
could  be  worked  up  with  the  borax),  or  camphor  1  oz.  with 
borax  1  lb.  Turpentine  is  a  well-known  and  efficacious 
remedy,  but  not  pleasant  for  food-cupboards. 

New  Mouth-wash. 

Major  F.  Mi  Wells,  of  the  Canadian  Army  Dental 
Corps,  communicates  to   the  "  British  Medical  Journal 
(II.,  1917,  p.  6)  the  result  of  work  he  has  been  doing  on 
antiseptics  for  oral  use.    The   formulas  he  gives  are 
follows  :

Sodium  desoxycholate  has  a  powerful  solvent  action  on 
pneumococci,  and  is  ten  times  more  active  than  sodium 
cholate  or  commercial  sodium  taurocholate.  The  combina- 
tion of  sodium  desoxycholate  and  quinine  has  a  much 
greater  bactericidal  effect  than  when  these  two  sub- 
stances are  employed  separately. 

Pepsin  in  Place  of  Rennet. 

As  a  substitute  for  rennet,  which  is  now  scarce,  pepsin 
is  being  employed  in  cheese-making.  D.  W.  Steuart,  in 
the  "  Board  of  Agriculture  Journal,"  reports  that  it  is 
impossible  to  detect  any  difference  between  cheese  made 
with  pepsin  and  that  made  with  rennet.  It  is  stated  that 
1  oz.  of  pepsin  (1  :  3,000)  is  equal  to  12  oz.  of  standard 
rennet  extract.    The  pepsin  solution  is  made  as  follows  :

Boric  acid    3  Cz!

Dissolve  by  boiling,  then  cool  to  104°  F.,  and  add

Surgical  Glue 

is  used  for  fixing  extension  to  fractured  limbs,  and  was 
introduced  by  Major  M.  Sinclair  for  that  purpose.  The 
following  formulae  are  given  in  the  "  British  Medical 
Journal"  (II.,  1917,  p.  60):

iutT  glue  is,  put  up  in  1-lb.  tins  and  sterilised  at  100°. 
When  required  the  contents  are  melted  in  a  water-bath 
and  set  aside  a  few  minutes  to  cool.  The  adhesive  is 
apphed  with  the  palm  of  the  hand  or  a  brush.  The  skin 
is  washed  with  soap  and  sodium  carbonate  solution  (4  dr 
to  the  pint)_  in  order  to  remove  fat,  and  when 
dry  the  adhesive  is  applied  without  shaving  the  part.  The 
area  is  covered  evenly,  and  the  ordinary  four-ply  gauze 
as  it  comes  out  of  the  packet  applied,  having  roughly 
measured  the  requirements  and  gathered  it  in  at  the  level 
of  the  wrist  or  ankle.  An  alternative  method  is  to  put  on 
a  length  of  elastic  cotton-net  bandage  "  (S.  Maw,  Son  & 
bons)  from  knee  to  ankle,  to  glue  it  on  the  outside,  and 
then  to  apply  the  gauze  as  above  and  bandage  carefully 
with  a  thin  bandage.  The  gauze,  being  spread  out  fan- 
shaped,  adapts  itself  to  the  conformity  of  the  limb,  and 
is  kept  m  apposition  with  the  skin  by  a  loose-woven 
bandage.    The  extension  can  be  made  almost  immediately. 

Colloidal  Sulphur. 

The  following  method  of  manufacturing-  colloidal  sulphur 
(1   in  1,000)  is  given  by  Major  John  D.    Comrie,  M.D 


("  Lancet,"  I.,  1917,  p.  991),  as  having  been  supplied  by 
Mr.  George  Lunan,  Queensferry  Street,  Edinburgh  : 

Hydrochloric  acid  (10  per  cent.  HC1),  22  c.c. ;  sodium 
sulphide  (Na2S,9H20),  5  grams ;  sodium  sulphite 
(Na2S03,7H20),  2.6  grams;  white  of  two  eggs;  sterilised 
water  to  1  litre.  Dissolve  the  sodium  sulphide  and  sul- 
phite each  separately  in  250  c.c.  of  the  water,  mix 
together;  add  the  white  of  egg  and  thoroughly  mix. 
To  this  solution  add  the  hydrochloric  acid,  diluted  with 
250  c.c.  of  the  water.  The  solution  is  then  to  be  tho- 
roughly mixed,  warmed  slightly,  and  sufficient  sterile 
water  added  to  make  the  volume  1  litre.  The  solution, 
after  being  carefully  dialysed  to  remove  crystalloids,  is 
then  ready  for  use.  Theoretically,  the  product  should 
contain  1  in  1,000  of  colloidal  sulphur.  The  chemical 
action  is  explained  as  follows  : 

2Na2S+4HCl  =  2H2S  +  4NaCl,  and 
Na2S03  +  2H2S+2HCl  =  2NaCl+3S+3H20. 

Thus  the  sodium  sulphite  is  reduced  by  the  hydrogen 
sulphide  produced  from  the  sodium  sulphide  and  hydro- 
chloric acid.  The  presence  of  the  albumin  appears  to 
prevent  the  aggregation  of  the  sulphur  into  masses.  In 
use  the  dose  of  1  c.c.  (about  17  minims)  is  rendered  iso- 
tonic by  the  addition  of  0.2  c.c.  (about  3  minims)  of 
5.5-per-cent.  saline  solution  mixed  immediately  before 
injecting. 


The  Sphagnum  Moss  of  Commerce. 

The  inestimable  value  of  sphagnum  moss  as  a  dressing  in 
surgery  has  caused  it  to  become  much  used  in  naval  and 
military  hospitals.      It  is  not  only  a  war-time  dressing, 
however,  as  the  indications  are  that  sphagnum,  for  many 
reasons— notably   its  plentifulness    and    conseqeunt  cheap- 
ness— will,  after  the  war,  continue   to    be    an    article  of 
commerce.    For  the  purpose  of  prospective  trading  there 
are  many  points  of  value  which  are  not  generally  known. 
The  best  time  for  gathering  the  moss  is  from  Juno  to  Sep- 
tember, as  frost,  snow,  and  rain  make  work  on  the  moors 
and  hillsides  practically  impossible  in  winter.    The  slightest 
frost  causes  the  plant  to  shrivel  up,  and  makes  harvesting  a 
laborious  task.    The  next  point  of  value  is  the  surveying 
of  the  ground,  for,  although  sphagnum  is  plentiful,  it  is 
necessary  for  business  to  map  out  beds  large  and  clean 
enough  so  that  the  gatherers  may  collect  rapidly  and  in 
quantity.    One  may  readily  understand  the  value  of  beds 
which  can  be  grubbed  (the  term  is  used  in  moss-gathering) 
in  handfuls,  as  compared  with  the  labour  of  picking  it  from 
among  heather.    The  third  point  to  be  noted  is  that  the 
ground  should  be  readily  accessible  to   transport,  as  the 
moss  in  its  wet  state  is  too  heavy  to  be  carried  far.  White 
wooden  pins  should  be  driven  into  the  beds  in  advance 
of  the  grubbing  operations,  so  that  no  time  may  be  lost  in 
searching.    Then  one  half  of  the  workers  should  grubb  and 
place  the  moss  in  heaps  at  the  side  of  the  beds,  the  others 
squeezing  it  as  dry  as  possible  and  filling  it  into  sacks.  No 
other  implement  is  required  for  grubbing  than  a  good  pair 
of  hands.    The  best  method  yet  discovered  of  drying  the 
moss  is  to  spread  it  out  like  hay  on  a  closely  cropped  turf, 
surrounded  by^  small-mesh  wire  netting.    Toss  and  tease 
the_  moss  occasionally  with  a  wooden  rake  until  auite  dry. 
This  method  is,  however,  only  practicable  in  fine'  weather, 
as  a  shower  of  rain  will  undo  all  the  labour.    For  practical 
purposes  in  all  kinds  of  weather  the  best  method  is  that 
of  the  trays.    These  consist  of  wire-netting  screens  made 
so  that  they  can  be  piled  on  top  of  each  other  leaving  an 
air-space  between.    The  sphagnum  is  spread  on  these  trays, 
which  are  then  piled  up  inside  a  tent  "to  a  height  of  about 
eight  feet.    Whenever  the  weather  permits,  the  sides  of 
the  tent  are  rolled  up,  thus  allowing  the  free  passage  of 
air,  and  the  moss  dries  in  a  couple  of  days.    This  method 
is  an  advance  on  the  more  tedious  method  of  pressing 
between  rollers    The   process  of  cleaning  should  not  be 
carried  out  too  minutely.    It  is  only  necessary  to  remove 
hard,  brittle  matter,  as  the  whole  of  the  moss  will  eventually 
be  antiseptically    treated.    Soft  vegetable  fibre,   such  as 
stray  blades  of  grass,  heather,   etc.,  do  not  in  any  way 
impair  the  surgical  efficacy  of  the  dressing.    Trie  point  at 
which  drying  should  cease  can  only  be  decided  upon  by 
experience,  but  it  is  not  advisable  to  overdo  it,  as  if  too 
dry  the  _  moss  becomes  brittle  and  powdery.    As  time  goes 
on  surgical-manufacturing  firms  will  doubtless  invent  im- 
proved_  mechanical  means  of  drying  and  cleaning,  but  the 
foregoing  lines  have  been  written  with  a  view  to  direct- 
ing attention  to  some  points  which  should  greatly  aid  in 
making  the    manufacture  of  sphagnum-moss  dressings  a 
profitable  branch  of  surgical  manufacture.

—  A  meeting  for  the  discussion  of  pharma- 
ceutical topics  was  held  .at  the  Grand  Hotel,  Colmore  Row, 
on  August  22,  when  Mr.  Neathereoat  (Vice-President  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council)  and  Messrs.  Campkin  and  Deakin 
gave  short  addresses  on  the  position  of  the  craft,  after 
which  questions  were  asked  on  various  points  and  replied 
to  by  Mr.  Neathereoat ;  while  Mr.  Mallinson,  who  Was 
also  present,  answered  interrogatories  regarding  Insurance 
matters.  Votes  of  thanks  were  accorded  to  the  official 
visitors. 

West  Bromwicn.— The  annual  meeting  of  the  West 
Bromwich  Pharmaceutical  Association  was  held  at  Mr. 
Hampton's  residence,  13  Park  Road,  West  Smethwick,  on 
August  21,  Mr.  Beattie  (President)  in  the  chair.  '  Dr. 
Selwyn  Edwards,  B.M.,  Bi'Ch.,  delivered  a  lecture  entitled 
The  Mystery  of  Death.  Dr.  Edwards  began  by  stating  that 
the  sharply  dividing  line  between  living  and  ,  dead  is 
fast  disappearing.  The  subject  of  death  is  inextricably 
bound  up  with  the  mystery  of  life.  If  we  could  explain 
the  latter,  we  might  be  better  ,  able  to  explain  the  former. 
There  is,  he  said,  no  evidence  of  the  continuity  of  the 
personality  beyond  what  spiritualists,  seers,  and  mystics 
can  say.  Dr.  Edwards,  continuing,  said  that  although  we 
could  often  point  to  the  fraction  of  an  hour  when  a  person 
died,  yet  is  the  body  dead?  We  must  distinguish  between 
the  quittal  of  the  body  by  the  owner  and  death  of  bodily 
tissues.  The  tissues  live  much  longer  than  the  moment  of 
so-called  death;  the  tissues  also  die  at  different  intervals. 
The  more  highly  evolved  die  first,  the  lowly  evolved  last. 
The  real  death  is  the  death  of  the  tissues  themselves.  The 
sure  sign  of  death  is  putref action.  To  prevent  premature 
burial,  he  strongly  urged'  a  more  complete  examination  of 
the  supposed  dead  body.    The  ten  signs  of  death  are  : 

(1)  Absence  of  intelligence  (not  a  real  evidence). 

(2)  Complete  insensibility. 

(3)  Senses   of  hearing'  :ind  smell  gone. 

(4)  Certain  signs  of  the  eye. 
.  /5)  Rigor  mortis. 

(6)  Cessation  of  respiration. 
<7)  Coagulation  of  blood. 
(8)  Temperature  of  body. 
(9i  The  skin  of  dead  person  not  blistering. 
(10)  The  odor  mortis. 

The  lecturer  then  put  the  causes  of  death  under  three 
heads:  (1)  Old  age;  (2)  by  diseases  and  accidents;  (3)  small 
number  of  cases  through  purely  mental  causes;  no  change 
physically.  He  then  referred  to  the  thickening  of  the 
arteries  as  showing  the  real  age  of  a  person,  and  dealt 
at  some  length  with  the  chemistry  of- matter  and  the  vibra- 
tions therein  to  which  our  senses  aire  conscious ;  when  a 
person  has  no  sense  of  any  form  of  vibration  he  is  qua  dead. 
Concluding,  the  lecturer  gave  it  as  his  orjiniion  that, 
although  there  is  no  proof  of  continuity  of  the  ego  after 
death,  he  thoroughly  believed  in  the  continuation  of  one's 
personality  after  the  death  of  the  body.  Mr.  Hampton 
proposed  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Dr.  Edwards,  which  was 
seconded  by  Mr.  Withers  and  carried  unanimously.  .  At 
the  close  of  the  meeting  Mr.  Barnes  brought  forth  matters 
of  pharmaceutical  interest,  and  also  intimated  his  resigna- 
tion of  secretaryship  of  the  Association,  owing  to  his  open- 
ing a  new  business  at  Rugby.

Reports  from  Local  Centres. 

ENGLAHD. 

Portsmoutn.-The  appeal  of  five  panel  practitioners 
against  the  decision  of  the  Insurance  Committee  to  make 
deductions  from  their  remuneration  on  the  ground  of  exces- 
sive prescribing  during  1914  has  now  been  determined.  Two 
of  the  Insurance  Commissioners,  Messrs.  J.  Smith  Whitaker 
and  D.  J.  Shackleton,  constituted  the  Court,  and  the 
hearing  took  place  at  the  Town  Hall,  Portsmouth,  on 
.October  13  last.  Tire  doctors  argued  .that  the  Panel  Com- 
mittee, after  a  thorough  investigation,  was  satisfied  with 
their  explanation,  and  unanimously  decided  that  there  wis 
neither  extravagant  nor  expensive  prescribing,  that  the 
medicines  and  appliances  given  in  all  cases  were  considered 
necessary,  and  that  the  so-called  over-prescribing  was  due 
to  the  severe  epidemic  of  influenza  during  the"  first  four 


months  of  the  year.  The  evidence  now  given  showed  that 
the  matter  had  been  investigated  by  a  Scrutineer  on  behalf 
of  the  Panel  and  Pharmaceutical  Committees,  whose  report 
led  to  a  conference  between  these  bodies,  which  proved 
abortive,  and  the  Panel  Committee  submitted  the  whole 
matter  to  the  Insurance  Committee,  which  came  to  the  con- 
clusion that  there  had  been  unnecessary  expenditure  on 
drugs  and  appliances,  and  assessed  the  deduction  to  be 
made  from  moneys  due  to  the  prescribes  at  "  50  per  cent, 
of  the  amount  overspent  beyond  the  amount  allowed  in  the 
Drug  Fund  per  patient  on  the  practitioner's  panel  list." 
After  hearing  the  evidence  of  all  the  parties  concerned, 
the  Commissioners  decided  that  the  appellants  had  caused  an 
excessive  cost  to  fall  on  the  Drug  Fund,  but,  as  to  the 
jamount  of  the  deductions,  considered  that  the  Insurance 
Committee  had  been  placed  at  a  disadvantage  by  the  de- 
fault of  the  Panel  Committee,  and  reduced  the  amount  to 
be  deducted  from  the  practitioners'  accounts  from  an  aggre- 
gate of  202^.  18s.  Ad.  to  126/.,  in  sums  varying  from  6?.  to 
50?.  for  each  doctor.  This  amount  has  accordingly  'been 
paid  to  the  panel  chemists  in  proportion  to  their  accounts 
for  1914. 

Sheffield.— The  Pharmaceutical  Committee  met  at  the 
Insurance  offices  on  August  22,  Mr.  A.  H.  Culverhouse 
presiding,  when  the  question  of  returning  to  the  doctor, 
for  fuller  instructions,  prescriptions  for  lin.  alb.  was  re- 
ferred to  a  Sub-Committee.  A  complaint  of  the  prescribing 
of  pot.  brom.  in  bulk  with  only  verbal  directions  was  held 
over.  Circular  P.S.  42  was  considered,  and  it  was  decided 
tuiSUPt?°rt  the  incluiries  section  scheme,  but  thought  advis- 
able that  all  answers  should  be  transmitted  through  the 
Pharmaceutical  Secretary.  The  report  of  the  Central 
Checking  Bureau  was  considered  unsatisfactory,  and  it  was 
resolved  to  ask  the  Bureau  to  arrange  for  a  complete 
check  of  the  April  prescriptions  at  the  price  of  1.1  per 
cent,  of  the  accounts,  as  arranged. 


Notes. 

Soldiers  and  Sailors.— The  English  and  Welsh  Insurance- 
Commissioners  have  given  notice  in  the  "  London  Gazette  " 
that  they  propose  to  make  regulations  with  respect  to  the 
provision  of  medical  and  sanatorium  benefits  for  invalided 
and  discharged  seamen  and  soldiers.  The  draft  regulations 
have  already  been  frnblishcd. 

Complaint  about  a  Doctor.— An  inquiry  under  Part  VI. 
of  the  National  Health,  Insurance  (Medical  Benefit)  Regu- 
lations (England),  1913,  will  be  held  in  Committee  Room 
"  B,"  County  Offices,  Preston,  on  September  4,  to  investi- 
gate a  representation  which  has  been  made  by  the  Lanca- 
shire Insurance  Committee  that  the  continuance  of  Dr. 
William  Hamilton,  95  Wallgate,  Wigan,  upon  the  panel  is 
prejudicial  to  the  efficiency  of  the  medical  service  of  the 
insured. 


ACETANiLiDE  has  been  found  to  be  a  good  preservative  for 
acacia  mucilage. 

The  Kelp-ixdtj.stry. — The  Chief  Secretary  for  Ireland,  in 
reply  to  a  question  in  the  House  of  Commons  regarding 
the  prices  paid  for  kelp  to  producers  in  Ireland,  6aid  that 
the  Congested  Districts  Board  ascertained  that  it  was 
beyond  their  power  to  improve  prices  for  kelp-makers,  so 
long  as  only  about  half-a-dozen  firms  bought  kelp.  Recently, 
however,  kelp  has  been  largely  bought,  especially  in  Galway 
and  Donegal,  for  use  in  making  artificial  fertilisers.  The 
prospects  of  the  industry  are  now  much  improved,  and  tho 
prices  for  kelp  are  higher. 

Arquebusade. — A  correspondent  of  "  The  Lancet  "  being 
puzzled  by  the  word  arquebusade,  which  occurred  in  the 
communication  of  a  French  medical  man,  the  matter  has 
been  explained  to  him  as  follows:  "  Bouillet  says  that 
'under  the  name  of  eau  d'arqucbusade  is  known  a.  vulnerary 
water  anciently  employed  for  external  use  in  wounds  pro- 
duced by  firearms.  The  eau  d 'arquebusade  de  Thedc.n, 
which  was  for  a  long  time  in  favour,  was  a  liquor  prepared 
by  mixing  together  150  grams  of  concentrated  sulphuric 
acid  and  720  grams  of  alcohol  of  .80  per  cent.,  and  adding 
to  the  mixture  a  solution  of  360  grams  of  sugar  in 
150  grams  of  water  and  720  grams  of  filtered  sorrel-juice. 
In  Germany  this  water  was  prepared  by  mixing  together 
1  part  of  sulphuric  acid.  6  of  vinegar,  the  same  of  alcohol, 
and  2  of  skimmed  and  clarified  boney.'  It  was  also  known 
under  the  names  of  aqua  sclopetaria  and  aqua  catapultum, 
besides  aqua  vuincraria  .'pirit.uosa,  which  in  the  German 
Pharmacopoeia  of  the  first  edition  was  then  prepared  from 
numerous  aromatic  plants  as  follows  :  1  part  each  of  pepper- 
mint, rosemary.  rue,  salvia-loavcs,  herba  absinthii, 
lavender-flowers,  18  of  dilute  alcohol,  and  50  of  water,  to 
be  macerated  two  days  and  36.  parts  distilled." 
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Trade  Report. 

The  prices  given  in  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or 
manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  To  these 
prices  various  charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  aie  in 
many  instances  greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers 
receive  the  goods  into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  maybe 
Incurred  in  garbling  and  the  like.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher 
prices  than  those  here  quoted  are  charged  for  selected  qualities 
of  natural  products  even  in  bulk  Quantities.  As  r.  result  of 
the  War  wholesale  houses  have  had  to  contend  with  many 
fresh  difficulties,  some  of  which  have  involved  greatly  increased 
expenses.  Shortage  of  labour  with  higher  wages  (equal  to 
almost  double  pre-war  rates)  has  a  direct  effect  upon  values  a£ 
goods,  as  also  have  railway  carriage,  freights,  cartage,  and 
other  charges.  The  foregoing  an  3  other  incidental  outlays 
prevent  retail  buyers  purchasing  at  the  market  prices  quoted 
here.

While  business  generally  does  not  show  much  outward  sign 
of  activity,  nevertheless  a  good  deal  of  quiet  buying  has 
taken  place  since  the  public  auction  last  week,  and  a  fair 
number  of  parcels  have  been  cleared  from  the  brokers' 
catalogues.

Anise  Oil  (Stab)  is  in  better  demand,  and  from  3s.  8d  to 
5s.  lOd.  has  been  paid  on  tho  spot,  3s.  10J,d.  being  asked  at 
the  close;  the  c.i.f.  price  is  wired  at  3s.  8d. 

Antimony.— During  the  last  few  weeks  business  in  Chinese 
crude  has  been  dull  and  of  no  special  importance  in  con- 
trast to  the  fairly  brisk  demand  experienced  in  Julv,  and 
market  quotations  have  varied  a  good  deal.  Home  refiners 
who  take  a  certain  interest  in  this  article  usually  circulate 
low  quotations  at  which  business  is  hardly  possible,  although 
there  are  a  few  merchants  who  might  accept  about  36?.  per 
ton  c.i.f  for  shipment  not  guaranteed,  however,  whereas 
others  ask  as  much  as  40?.  for  fairly  near  shipment.  It  is 
apparently  a  matter  of  freightage,  which  is  verv  difficult 
at  present.  At  the  same  time,  advices  from  China  are 
hrm,  there  being  no  important  accumulation  of  supplies 
there,  while  the  position  is  apparently  largely  controlled 
by  Japanese  enterprise,  whose  refining  operations  in  Japan 
have  been  considerably  increased  during  the  last  few  years. 
Spot  (London)  parcels  of  crude  are  very  scarce,  and  for 
the  moment  rather  nominal,  sellers'  ideas  being  about  45?., 
although  business  has  just  been  done  at  40?.  According  to 
an  official  return,  the  total  exports  from  China  in  1916  were 
2,088  tons  of  regulus  and  crude,  the  latter  running  about 
70  to  74  per  cent.,  and,  in  addition,  11,572  tons  of  antimony 
ores  were  exported.  The  great  boom  during  1915  did  much 
to  stimulate  the  output,  while  an  enormous  demand  sprang 
up  for  munitions.    China's  resources  are  great,  and  Chinese 


interests  succeeded  in  that  year  in  opening  up  important 
connections  in  America,  where  a  regular  system  of 
trading  was  established,  but  speculation  there  and  in  China 
was  overdone,  and  this  resulted  in  a  bad  collapse  last  year 
in  China,  while  production  in  other  parts  of  the  world 
assumed  considerable  importance,  especially  in  Bolivia. 
Not  a  few  of  tho  companies  formed  in  China  came  to  grief 
through  over-speculation  and  outside  competition.  The  posi- 
tion in  China,  however,  is  now  more  healthy.  The  develop- 
ment of  Spanish  resources  has  also  aroused  some  interest 
in  this  country,  good  quantities  having  been  received  from 
Spain.

Turpentine  has  been  quiet  and  unchanged,  American 
closing  at  57s.  3d.  per  cwt.  on  the  spot. 

Vanillin. — Pure  (100  per  cent.)  is  more  inauired  for  on 
the  spot,  prices  ranging  from  45s.  to  46s.  per  lb. 

Norwegian  Iodine. 

U.S.  Consul  Charles  Forman  reports  from  Bergen,  Nor- 
way, that  a  company  in  that  city  desires  to  sell  about  7,000 
kilos.  (15.432  lb.)  of  crude  iodine,  guaranteed  97  per  cent, 
pure  (analysis  97.8  per  cent.),  packed  in  oak  kegs  containing 
70  kilos.  (154.32  lb.)  each.  The  price  in  dollars,  cash  against 
documents  (at  Bergen),  is  at  the  rate  of  25  crowns  ($6.70) 
per  kilo.  The  6ame  company  also  has  about  300  kilos,  of 
pure  iodine  for  sale. 


Formosan  Camphor. 

A  cablegram,  from  the  United  States  Consul-General, 
Yokohama,  Japan,  to  Washington  says:  "Consul  at 
Taihoku,  Taiwan  (Formosa),  reports  that  the  estimated 
quantity  of  crude  camphor  to  be  produced  for  export  for 
the  year  ending  April  1,  1918,  is  7,056,720  lb.,  the  quantity 
to  be  apportioned  to  celluloid-manufacturers  of  America 
for  the  same  period  being  4,350,000  lb.  Bad  weather  may 
reduce  Taiwan's  total  production  of  crude  camphor  up  to 
1,320,000  lb.,  and  may  reduce  apportionment  to  American 
■manufacturers  up  to  594,000  lb." 

Zanzibar  Clove-stems. 

An  inquiry  has  been  received  from  Zanzibar  by  the 
Imperial  Institute  regarding  the  disposal  of  clove-stems 
which  before  the  war  were  shipped  principally  to  Germany. 
It  is  understood  that  this  by-product  of  the  Zanzibar  clove- 
industry  was  used  for  two  purposes  :  (1)  grinding  to  powder, 
for  use  as  a  cheap  spice  in  place  of  genuine  clovo-powder, 
and  (2)  distillation  of  volatile  oil.  There  is  not  likely  to 
be  a  large  demand  for  the  stems  for  the  first  of  theso 
purposes  in  the  United  Kingdom,  but  the  possibility  of 
distilling  oil  from  them  has  been  discussed  with  a  number 
of  distillers  of  essential  oil,  and  as  a  result  it  appears 
probable  that  a  market  might  be  found  for  the  stems 
for  that  purpose. 

Spanish  Quicksilver. 

Spain's  production  of  cinnabar  in  1915  was  20,717  tons, 
an  increase  of  3,003  tons  over  1914.  Seventeen  active  con- 
cessions were  worked  by  1,334  labourers.  In  the  Province 
of  Ciudad  Real,  containing  the  famous  mine  of  Almaden, 
10,094:  tons  was  mined,  1,062  tons  less  than  in  1914;  but  the 
decrease  was  offset  by  the  increased  output  of  the  two  mine* 
in  Granada  and  the  fourteen  in  Oviedo,  all  of  which  are 
much  smaller  than  those  of  Almaden.  This  mine  is  owned 
by  the  Spanish  Government,  and  in  1916  the  Cortes  em- 
powered the  Treasury  to  appoint  a  Committee  to  control 
the  administration.  The  cost  of  production  of  quicksilver 
at  Almaden  increased  from  34s.  bd.  a  flask  in  1900  to  66s. 
in  1915.  The  cinnabar  of  Almaden  is  said  to  be  the  richest 
in  the  world,  the  rocks  being  literally  saturated  with  quick- 
silver, and  almost  any  quantity  desired  can  be  extracted. 
As  much  as  1,000  tons  of  the  pure  metal  has  been  taken 
out  in  one  year.  This  source  is  still  unexhausted,  although 
it  has  been  exploited  for  centuries.  The  mines  of  Oviedo 
yielded  8,153  tons  of  ore  and  those  of  Granada  2,470  tons 
in  1915.  The  total  production  of  quicksilver  in  Spain  for 
the  past  five  years  is  shown  by  the  accompanying  figures 
for  mercury  ore  and  commercial  mercury,  in  metric  tons  : 
1911  19  940  and  1,494;  1912,  21,889  and  1.256;  1913,  19,960 
and'  1,246;  1914,  17,714  and  953;  and  1915,  20,717  and 
1,222. 

Opium  at  Hong-Kong. 

The  clearances  of  certified  opium  from  the  Colony  of  Hong- 
Kong  during  1916  were  much  reduced.  After  the  first  two 
months  of  the  year  the  disturbances  that  took  place  in  the 
Kwong  Tung  Province  appear  to  have  prevented  the  carry- 
inf-out  of  the  agreement  which  the  Opium  Combine  entered 
into  on  October  1,  1915.  The  actual  imports  and  exports  of 
certified  opium  during  the  year  were :

Of  these,  however,  the  imports  all  came  from  Shanghai, 
and  of  the  total  export  of  263  chests  180  went  to  Shanghai. 
Very  little  was  therefore  done  to  reduce  the  actual  stock 
of  uncertified  Indian  opium  held  in  Hong-Kong  and. 
Shanghai;  641  chests  of  Persian  opium  were  imported 
during  the  year  and  734  chests  were  exported,  of  which 
twenty-nine  chests  were  exported  to  London  and  the  re- 
mainder to  Formosa;  1,030  chests  of  uncertified  Indian 
opium  were  imported;  360  chests  were  imported  by  the 
Government  monopoly,  500  chests  were  imported  for  the 
Maoao  opium-farmer,  and  the  remaining  170  chests  were 
nominally  intended  for  Mexico,  but,  owing  to  suspicious 
circumstances  connected  with  the  shipment,  they  were 
returned  to  Calcutta. 

South  African  "Gum." 

A  sample  of  typical  South  African  gum,  probably  de- 
rived from  the  "white  thorn"  (Acacia  horrida),  was 
examined  recently  at  the  Imperial  Institute.  The  material 
consisted  of  small  fragments  of  clear,  transparent  gum, 
with  one  or  two  larger  masses  varying  from  almost  colour- 
less to  reddish  brown.  Some  pieces  of  leaf  and  twig  were 
present  in  the  sample.    The  gum,  which  yielded  a  mucilage 
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possessing  good  adhesive  properties,  was  found  on  exami- 
nation to  contain  14.5  per  cent,  of  moisture,  2.9  per  cent, 
of  ash,  and  2.0  per  cent,  of  matter  insoluble  in  water.  It 
had  an  acid  number  of  3.9,  which  is  rather  higher  than 
that  of  good  Sudan  gums  (1.2  to  2.4),  while  the  relative 
■viscosity  of  a  10-per-cent.  solution  at  22°  C.  was  8.0,  which 
is  lower  than  that  of  hard  Kordofan  gum  (12.0).  Attempts 
have  been  made  from  time  to  time  to  find  a  market  for 
South  African  gum  in  the  United  Kingdom,  but  these 
have  been  unsuccessful  except  at  times  .when  Sudan  and 
Senegal  gums  have  been  scarce  and  dear.  There  appears 
to  be  no  reason,  however,  why  ta  -market  should  not  be 
found  for  this  gura  in  South  Africa  for  use  in  confec- 
tionery, pharmaceutical  preparations,  adhesives,  etc.  If  a 
local  market  of  this  kind  were  established  and  the  collec- 
tion of  the  gum  organised,  it  might  be  feasible  to  start 
an  export  trade  to  the  United  Kingdom,  as  it  would  then 
be  possible  to  ensure  regular  deliveries.  Up  to  the  present 
only  occasional  consignments  have  been  placed  on  the 
British  market,  and  as  the  gum  differs  considerably  from 
the  better-known  "Sudan,  Senegal,  and  East  Indian  acacias, 
it  has  not  been  possible  to  induce  large  manufacturers  to 
take  any  interest  in  it  owing  to  the  uncertainty  of  supplies. 
As  a  rule, .  the  occasional  consignments  which  have  been 
placed  on  this  market  have  been  difficult  to  sell,  and  have 
realised  low  prices,  compared  with  Sudan  gum— .viz.,  about 
15s.  per  cwt.—  but  if  regular  supplies  of  South  African 
gum  of  good  colour  and  free  from  dirt  could  be  placed 
here,  it  is  probable  that  better  prices  would  be  obtained.

"  "War  Emergency  Formula." 

Sih, — The  idea  put  forward  of  using  the  words  "  War 
Emergency  Formula"  or  the  letters  "^W.E.F."  is  quite 
a  .good  one,  .and  .  its  adoption  generally  may  save  trouble 
with  some  officious  public  analyst.  Even  if  B^P.C.  .alterna- 
tive formulae  are  published,  these,  as  you  point  out,  will 
have  no  legal  authority,  and,  where  B.F.  titles  are  pre- 
scribed, pharmacists  must  guard  against  issuing  modified 
substitutes  .unless  with  due  precautions.  I  entirely  agree 
with  you  that  the  announcement  by  the  General  Medical 
Council  will  have  very  little  influence  on  prescribers,  who 
will  continue  their  favourite  prescriptions,  leaving  it  to  the 
pharmacists  to  dispense  .them  how  they  please.  The 
G.M.C.  ought  certainly  to  have  issued  revised  .formulae  to 
take  .the  place  of  those  deleted,  and  this  would  have  given 
them  the  full  force  .of  law  and  thus  have  prevented  any 
doubt.  In  the  meantime,  if  "  W.E:F."  is  clearly  indicated 
there  can  be  no  chance  of  difficulty  arising  through  sus- 
pected substitutes.  Yours  truly,

Sib, — Your  very  practical  and  helpful  suggestions  regard- 
ing temporary  war-time  formulae  interest  me  greatly,  as 
no  doubt  they  do  many  brother-pharmacists.  In  connec- 
tion with  your  suggestion  in  last  week's  issue  as  regards 
a  suitable  substance  to  replace  the  sugar  in  compound 
liquorice-powder,  one  or  two  alternatives  have  occurred  to 
me,  and  they  may  prove  useful.  Seeing  that  wheat-starch 
and  oatmeal  are  barred  under  the  Maize,  Barley,  and  Oats 
(Restriction)  Order,  would  it  not.  be  possible  to  employ 
either  potato-starch  or  casein  as  a  diluent,  and  sweeten, 
if  necessary,  with  a  minute  quantity  of  saccharin?  The 
experiment  is  worth  trying — if,  of  course,  there  are  no 
serious  therapeutical  or  Governmental  objections — and  I 
commend  it  to  the  manufacturing  houses  for  trial.  It  is  all 
very  well  for  the  retailer  to  theorise  on  small  quantities, 
but  it  .  is  necessary  for  such  things  to  be  made  in  large 
quantity,  and  the  experimental  laboratory  of  the  wholesale 
house  is  the  proper  place  to  work  such  ideas  out  to  prac- 
tical perfection.  Will  no  enterprising  firm  give  us  a  lead, 
and  issue  promptly  a  complete  list  of  the  deleted  prepara- 
tions made  according  to  "  W.,E.F."  methods?  There  is  big 
business  in  it,  if  done  at  once. — Yours  faithfully.

Devon,  let  the  dilettante  from  West  London  rub  shoulders 
with  the  democrat  from  the  East,  and  far  better  work  will 
be  done  than  can  possibly  accrue  from  the  "  evangelical 
mission,"  under  the  auspices  of  .the  Local  Associations 
Executive,  now  touring  the  provinces — that  is,  if  the 
meeting  held  recently  :at  No.  17  be  any  criterion.

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Pereira's  Prosodaical  Vocabulary. 

Sir, — I  agree  with  the  remarks  of  "  Canus"  (C.  &  D., 
August  25,  p.  51)  concerning  Pereira's  prosodaical  vocabu- 
lary. It  is  a  pity  that  he  did  not  leave  some  notes  to 
elucidate  the  more  uncommon  names  in  "  Selecta  e  Pree- 
scriptis."  The  three  mentioned  by  "  Canus  "  are  quite 
interesting.  Acinula  was  the  generic  name  under  which 
ergot  was  first  introduced  to  the  London  Pharmacopoeia  in 
1836.  JEtkiopis  (a  herb)  was  a  species  of  Salvia  known 
in  the  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  centuries  as  ^Ethiopian 
clary.  Cataputia  was  of  two  kinds — minor  and  major.  The 
former  consisted  of  the  seeds  of  a  garden  spurge,  but  the 
croton-seeds  seem  to  have  been  used  under  the  same  name. 
Cataputia  major  was  the  seeds  of  JRicinus  communis.

Retailers  and  Price-changes. 

Sir, — I  think  the  time  has  arrived  when  retailers  should 
unite  seriously  to  consider  the  war-time  changes :  in  the 
prices  of  proprietary  articles.  Proprietors  of  these,  faced 
with  increased  charges,  are  right,  of  course,  in  conserving 
their  own  interests,  but  in  fixing  new  figures  they  should 
consider  the  retailers.  Very  often  the  wholesale  price  to 
the  retailer  is_  increased  by,  say,  a  shilling  per  dozen  with- 
out any  increase  in  selling-price  to  the  public,  meaning,  of 
course,  a  corresponding  decrease  of  profit.  Usually,  how- 
ever, the  practice  is  to  increase  both  the  wholesale  and  the 
retail  price  by  the  same  amount — e.g.,  a  Is.  article  at  9s. 
is  made  Is,  3a.  and  12s.  This  is  most  deceptive,  and  I  am 
afraid  retailers  as  a  class  are  not  realising  their  position. 
The  amount  of  profit  being  the  same-  as  before,  one  is  apt 
to  overlook  the  fact  that  such  a  transaction  means  a  smaller 
percentage  on  outlay,  while  the  outlay  itself  is  larger  than 
formerly.  The  wholesaler  still  gets  his  fixed  discount  as 
of  old,  and  comes  off  very  well,  as  this  discount  is  calcu- 
lated on  a  larger  sum  of  money  consequent  upon  the  higher 
figures.  The  owner  of  the  proprietarv  has  already  been 
met,  but  the  brunt  of  the  whole  thing  falls,  as  I  have 
shown,  on  the  retailer,  and  instead  of  his  profits  being 
increased  to  meet  his  increased  expenses  they  are  seriously 
decreased  all  round.  I  hope  retailers  will  wake  up  from 
their  apparent  lethargy  and  look  to  their  interests  before  it 
is  too  late.  Every  body  of  workers  is  nowadays  looking 
for  increases  in  remuneration  to  meet  present-day  calls, 
and  I  think  retail  pharmacists  should  unite  through  their 
Associations  to  look  carefullv  into  this  matter  of  proprietary 
articles.

The  Fly  in  the  Ointment.

I  remember  on  one  occasion 
calling  the  attention  of  one  of  the  craft  to  something  which 
r/1™,  g°,ne  Tr011?  in  manipulation,  and  he  at  once  explained, 
lhats  the  devil  of  it."  Others  I  have  heard  explain 
supplicatingly,  "  Devil  take  it !  "  and  sundrv  other  allusions 
to  batan  as  being  associated  with  awkward  incidents  have 
reached  my  ears  from  time  to  time  during  the  last  fifty 
years  experience  with  pharmacy.  In  the  passage  alluded  to 
Xrayser  II.  judges  from  the  contextual  metaphor  that 
dead  flies  spoil  the  ointment,  but  do  dead  flies  ever  get 
into  it  except  by  the  intent  of  the  maker  ?  If  the  flies 
got  iiv  accidentally  thev  would  be  living  ones.  Dead  I 
admit,  if  allowed  to  remain  there;  but  what  sort  of 'an 
apothecary  would  he  be  who,  when  making  a  precious  per- 
tumed  ointment,  did  not  at  onoe  remove  them?  The 
correct  rendering  is  given  in  the  margin,  "flies  of  death  » 
and  as  canthandes  are  a  poison  under  Part  I.  of  the 
stchfdule  they  would  answer  well  to  this  description; 
and  that  they  do  cause  the  ointment  of  the  apotheoarv  to 
send  torth  a  stinking  savour  is  an  undisputed  fact.  The 
teaching  of  the  verse  is  in  no  way  interfered  with  by  what 
I  have  put  forth  Just  as  the  "flies  of  death"  are  the 
cause  of  the  stink  in  the  ointment,  so  doth  a  little  follv 
send  out  a  bad  odour  from  him  who  otherwise  had  a  reputa- 
tion for  wisdom  j.  Spencee  Palmee.

Irish  Assistants'  Wages.

Government  have  very  quickly  yielded  to  his  demand  for 
a  supply.  But  here  in  Ireland  the  prices  have  gone  up 
too,  and  the  average  assistant  has  certainly  not  got  any- 
thing like  a  corresponding  increase.  It  is  all  very  well 
for  the  employer  to  say  that  he  cannot  afford  it.  If  he  puts 
on  a  sufficiently  stiff  price  to  guarantee  a  decent  wage  to 
his  assistant  no  one  will  grumble,  and  it  is  better  to  do  it 
decently  at  once,  for  it  must  inevitably  come.

This  is  a  safe  procedure  when 
in  doubt  as  to  the  result  of  mixing  In  the  present 
instance,  however,  there  is  not  need  for  caution.  The  two 
substances  can  be  triturated  together  without  any  disturb- 
ance; the  mixed  powder  remains  dry  and  free.  There  is 
a  suggestion  in  circulation  that  phenazone  and  quinine  salts 
are  incompatible  in  mixture  form,  but  this  does  not  apply 
to  the  dry  powders.]

[The  mixture  is  quite  safe.  No  visible  change  occurs. 
Potassium  carbonate  may  be  regarded  as  incompatible  with 
magnesium  sulphate,  but  the  quantity  in  the  Fowler's  solu- 
tion prescribed  in  the  mixture  is  so  minute  as  to  be  neg- 
ligible. A  much  larger  quantity  is  required  before  evidence 
of  incompatibility  appears,  and  even  then,  the  precipitate 
being  only  magnesium  carbonate,  no  danger  to  the  patient 
arises.]

H.  <£  Co.  (114/55). — The  Pharmaceutical  Society  have 
iobtained  convictions  in  cases  where  retail  shops  owned  by 
unqualified  persons  have  displayed  the  words  "  wholesale 
druggists  and  manufacturing  chemists."  This  need  not 
depend  upon  the  sale  of  poisons  at  the  shop,  but  upon  the 
use  by  unqualified  persons  of  the  protected  titles  "chemist" 
and  "  druggist." 

M.  0.  C.  (70/57). — If  you  trade  under  a  company  name, 
you  will  require  to  register  under  the  Registration  of 
Business  Names  Act,  give  the  names  of  the  partners  on 
"  trade  catalogues,  trade  circulars,  showcards,  and  business 
letters,"  and  display  the  certificate  of  registration  on  the 
premises  where  the  business  is  carried  on.  The  modern 
method  of  carrying  on  business  is  by  a  limited  company, 
which  has  several  advantages  over  a  partnership. 

J.  B.  (115/62). — Poison-licences.— In  Great  Britain  poison- 
licences  only  cover  the  sale  of  substances  for  agricultural 
and  horticultural  purposes  which  are  poisonous  l!by  reason 
of  their  containing  arsenic,  tobacco,  pr  the  alkaloids  of 
tobacco  "  ;  but  the  Privy  Council  has  power  to  add  to  or 
remove  from  the  list  any  poisonous  substance.  In  Ireland 
carbolic-acid  preparations  have  been  added  by  an  Order  in 
Council,  because  in  the  Poison  Schedule  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act  (Ireland)  the  exception  which  is  made  in  the  Poisons 
and  Pharmacy  Act  in  regard  to  carbolic  acid  does  not 
apply. 

Syrupus  (116/53). — "  Syrupus,"  trading  as  the  Saccharissa 
Drug-stores,  issues  annually  a  wall-calendar,  which  he  dis- 
tributes free  to  his  customers.  The  only  wording  on  the 
card  is,  "  With  the  Compliments  of  the  Saccharissa  Drug- 
stores," followed  by  the  address.  He  asks  whether  his  per- 
sonal name  as  the  proprietor  must  also  appear.  [Section  18 
of  the  Registration  of  Business  Names  Act  states  that  the 
name  of  the  proprietor  of  the  business  must  appear  on 
all  "  trade  catalogues,  trade  circulars,  showcards,  and 
business  letters."  It  could  be  argued  that  a  calendar  sent 
out  as  an  advertisement  of  the  business  is  a  "  trade  cir- 
cular," but  that  would,  we  think,  be  stretching  the  mean- 
ing of  that  expression  in  the  case  in  question.  At  the 
Eame  time,  "  Syrupus"  ought  to  take  every  opportunity  of 
connecting  his  name  with  the  business,  and,  incidentally, 
demonstrating  that  he  is  not  of  alien  origin.] 


Miscellaneous  Inquiries. 

When  samples  are  sent  particulars  should  be  supplied  to  us  as  to 
their  origin,  what  they  are,  what  they  are  used  for  and  how. 
We  do  not  undertake  to  analyse  and  report  upon  proprietary 
articles  nor  to  publish  supposed  formulas  for  them. 


H.  E.  P.  (105/61).— We  know  of  no  cheaper  base  for_a 
solid  perfume  than  hard  paraffin,  which  is  quite  satis- 
factory. 

A.  B.  (101/19).—  Violin- varnish—  The  colouring-matter 
used  for  staining  the  wood  of  violins  is  red  sanders, 
dragon's-blood,  alkanet,  or  logwood,  the_  first  two  being 
considered  more  permanent.  The  wood  is  stained  before 
the  varnish  is  applied,  but  some  violin-makers  use  also  a 
coloured  varnish.  The  formula  you  send  does  not  seem  to 
be  very  scientifically  constructed ;  it  would  be  better  to 
experiment  with  the  following  recipes :

Some  degree 
of  permanence  might  be  obtained  by  wetting  the  part  with 
albumen,  drying,  and  coagulating  the  albumen  by  passing 
over  it  a  hot  iron.

P.  C.  (116/49). — Preparation  of  Formic  Acrp.— We  do  not 
recollect  the  details  of  the  preparation  of  formic  acid  from 
nettles,  but  doubtless  it  is  a  process  of  distillation  such  as 
is  used  in,  making  spiritus  formicae — a  preparation  of  ants 
which  appears  to  be  still  in  use  on  the  Continent.  Formic 
acid  is,  however,  usually  made  by  distilling  glycerin  and 
oxalic  acid.  The  pure  acid  (100  per  cent.)  is  a  powerful 
caustic,  and  must  be  handled  with  care.  Fifty-per-cent. 
formic  acid  is  used  for  making  formates,  the  esters  of  formic 
acid,  and  in  electroplating.  The  medicinal  variety  of  formic 
acid,  containing  about  25  per  cent,  of  the  acid,  is  given  in 
doses  of  from  cne  to  five  minims  in  cases  of  rheumatism, 
neuralgia,  and  diabetes. 

TV.  S.  (117/3).— Dry  Shampoo-powder  for  the  Hair.— This 
is  mainly  starch,  but  contains  a  proportion  of  powdered 
orris-root— about  one  of  orris-root  to  three  of  starch. 
Another  kind  consists  of  equal  parts  of  magnesia  and  starch. 

H.  E.  J.  (110/49).— Pile-powder  of  French  Origin.— The 
active  principle  of  this  powder  is  the  precipitated  sulphur 
which  constitutes  about  a  quarter  of  the  bulk,  the  rest  of 
the  powder  being,  we  believe,  powdered  liquorice.  _  Sul- 
phur is  given  for  piles  mostly  in  the  form  of  confectio  sul- 
phuris  or  mixed  with  an  equal  quantity  of  magnesia  levis— 
a  teaspoonful  in  milk  each  night  at  bedtime. 


Retrospect  of  Fifty  Years  Ago. 

Reprinted  from  "  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,"  Sept.  i4,  1867 

Glyceleeum :  A  Proposed  Basis  for  Ointments. 

This  was  one  of  the  papers  read  before  the  British  Phar- 
maceutical Conference.  Mr.  T.  B.  Groves,  F.C.S.,  stated 
that  he  obtained  the  idea  after  compounding  a  salad  paste 
of  mustard,  syrup,  and  olive  oil.  The  ointment-base  which 
he  nroduced  was  a  mixture  of  almond  meal,  glycerin,  and 
olive  oil,  and  it  is  interesting  at  the  present  time  to  read 
his  remarks  about  almond  meal: 

"  I  tried  the  finely  powdered  farina  of  other  oil  seeds, 
such  as  linseed  and  almond,  and  was  gratified  to  find  that 
either  will  answer  the  purpose  as  well  as  mustard.  .1  have 
no  doubt  that  all  the  oil  seeds,  when  deprived  of  their  oil 
by  pressure  and  then  reduced  to  powder,  answer  equally 
well  though  perhaps  not  all  with  equal  power,  lhe  meal 
of  decorticated  pressed  sweet  almonds  is  that  which  1  preter 
and  which  I  have  used.  Messrs.  Barron,  Haryey  &  Oo 
who  exnress  a  good  deal  of  almond  oil  were  kind  enough 
to  prepare  for  me  a  cake  of  this  article.  When  powdered 
it  shoiild  be  passed  through  a  fine  silk  sieve-«ypres  or 
lawn  •  it  refuses  altogether  to  go  through  a  fine  wire  sieve. 
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Do  without  Germany!
